The Funny Bike 
final between George Bryce (Suz) and 
Bo O'Brochta (Kaw) was rained out 
and will berun during the May 18-19 
Sunshine Nationals at Edgewater. 
Sports Park in Cincinnati, Ohio. 


Defending series champions Team 
Hammer (Suz), with Russ Paulk 
and Dave Schlosser doing the rid- 
ing, opened the 1985 WERA 
National Championship Endurance 
Road Race Series with a win in the 
April 13 round at Clermont, Indi- 
an's Indianapolis Raceway Park. 
Team Hammer covered 191 laps 
on the 2.5 mile course in the six- 
hour race to top David Aldana and 
Wes Cooley of Cycle Tech Racing 
(Suz) by five laps.

Southern California 125cc Pro moto- 
cross rider Taylor Marcell has received 
a junior college certificate in sports 
medicine. The Costa Mesa, California- 
based rider has been aiding several 
top riders, including David Bailey 
and Jeff Ward. Marcell plans to attend 
medical school. 


Local rider Ronnie Naylor, riding a 
CR500 Honda, claimed round four 
of the AMA National Champion- 
ship Hare Scrambles Series in Red- 
ding, California. Second went to 
Kevin Hines, while Duke Dowell 
finished third. Series points leader 
Geoff Ballard finished fifth in his 
class despite suffering a serious 
throat infection that flared up the

Postmaster General 
explains newspaper delays 


NEW ORLEANS, LA, MAR. 18 


Postmaster General Paul N. Carlin admitted that the U.S. Postal 
Service is responsible for delays in delivery of weekly newspapers 
such as Cycle News. Speaking at the National Postal Forum South in 
New Orleans, Carlin said that the post office made a mistake in 
routing all second-class mail through the long-established preferen- 
tial publication network system previously used only to deliver time- 
critical mail like weekly newspapers. The change was made January 1. 


"Regarding our current performance on time-critical second class 
mail,” Carlin said, ‘‘the factis — in retrospect — we moved too fast in 
merging all second-class mail into the Pref Network. The transition 


period was too brief. 


"As a consequence, at the turn of the year, the system was simply 
overloaded. We were caught short of equipment and short of trained 
personnel. The resulting delays — | regret — have been damaging to 
weeklies and to daily newspapers.'' 


Carlin continued, saying ''. . 


. we are dealing here with physical 


limitations: enormous volumes of mail and inadequate processing 
capability. That calls for physical remedies — plant, personnel and 
equipment. And they can't be brought online overnight. 
"However, let me make this very clear. | view the Pref Network 
overload as a major challenge. Our credibility is directly at stake. 
"And | assure you, we are giving it the highest priority. We will 
continue to do everything we can to resolve this problem as rapidly as 


possible.” 


Carlin's remarks are included here in response to many recent 
complaints of late delivery from Cycle News readers. The delays are 
caused by the U.S. Postal Service and, if Carlin is to be believed, will 


be resolved soon.

Says kids aren’t competent 
to ride three-wheelers 


CPSC blasts ATV 
manufacturers

WASHINGTON, D.C., APR. 3 
Consumer Product Safety Com- 
mission member Stuart Statler 
blasted manufacturers of ATVs 
as being callous, uncaring and 
immoral to continue production of 
three-wheeled ATVs, which Statler 
views as being inherently unsafe. 

“For the life of me, I can’t imagine 
any conscientious manufacturer, con- 
fronted with such mounting evidence 
as we have already gathered, not tak- 
ing immediate action to halt current 
production and sale of this vehicle 
untila safer design is forthcoming," 
Statler said in his opening statements 
ata CPSC hearing, referring to three- 
wheelers. ‘‘... to wait any longer 
while the body count of unsuspect- 
ing kids skyrockets, strikes me as 
being callous and uncaring. And it’s 
wrong, too. It’s wrong from a moral 
standpoint, when these manufactur- 
ers can act now to avert further loss of 
life; and it will undoubtedly prove 
wrong and costly in terms of the lia- 
bility that these firms will incur in 
subsequent civil suits on the part of 
the very victims (or their estates) that 
they choose to ignore. 

“They know who's using them" 
Statler continued in his attack on 
three-wheeled ATVs. “They know 
who's getting maimed and crushed 
and killed. It's mainly young kids — 
many of them five, six, seven, eight, 
nine years of age, 10, 11, and 12 — 
who don't have the faintest inkling of 
the risk involved, who can't appre- 
ciate that risk; many of them don't 
have the physical agility to cope with 
machines of this sort, or don't have 
the mental capacity or coordination 
or maturity to master the delicate 
balancing that riding them demands. 
These firms know there's a problem 
— and right now they're it." 

Statler, who has advocated a ban 
and recall of all three-wheeled ATVs, 
has rejected industry contentions that 
many-ATV injuries are related to 
mis-use of ATVs and non-use of pro- 
tective gear such as helmets, even though 











CPSC investigations of crashes sup- 
port that view. 

A sample of six ATV crashes invol- 
ving children, ordered from the CPSC 
staff by Statler, showed that five vic- 
tims were riding without adult super- 
vision; four weren't wearing helmets; 
three cases involved children riding 
double on ATVs; one involved a 
child riding on a paved road; one 
involved a child who drowned when 
his uncle drove an ATV off a bridge 
into a river; and one involved a colli- 
sion with a fence when a youngster 
tried to ride through a closed farm 
gate. 

In several cases children were rid- 
ing full-size ATVs instead of smaller 
size ATVs designed for use by chil- 
dren under constant adult supervision. 


CPSC Director of Media 
Relations Lou Brock: 


CPSC staff "real 
stupid people"

WASHINGTON, D.C., APR. 15 
Consumer Product Safety Com- 
mission Director of Media Re- 
lations Lou Brock today de- 
scribed CPSC staffers as being 


"real stupid people." In a series of 
telephone interviews from his Wash- 
ington office, Brock used a sarcastic, 
rude tone of voice in talking to a 
Cycle News reporter and objected to 
information request contacts the re- 
porter had with Priscilla Martinez of 
the CPSC information office, who 
recently described CPSC ATV-injury 
numbers as being ‘‘a guesstimate.” 

Martinez referred a reporter's re- 
quest for background information 
on CPSC Commissioners to Brock; 
when a reporter called the CPSC's 
Media Relations Department and 
identified himself, Brock opened the 
conversation by demanding “What 
do you want?" in an angry tone. Told 
that the reporter was referred to his 
office by Martinez, Brock said, his 
voice seething with contempt and 
anger, "Let me get your number, and 
I'll get back to you in a minute." 

When Brock called back several 
minutes later, he was angry and rude 
to the Cycle News receptionist; con- 
nected to the reporter, Brock said, his 
tone dripping with sarcasm, “Now, 
how can I help you?” 

The reporter said “As I said before, 
I was discussing with Ms. Martinez 
about requesting some biographical 
information on the Commissioners. 
She said that she would transfer me 
over to Media Relations for that.” 

“Who is she?" demanded Brock. 

"She works in the Office of the 
Secretary," the reporter replied. 

“Why are you talking to her about 
this?” demanded Brock. 

“It seemed like a reasonable request 
to me." answered the reporter. 

“Well,” said Brock, still very angry, 
“there are some real stupid people 
who work around here. Okay, what 
can I do for you?” 

“Ме would like some background 
information on the Commissioners, 
who they are, their educations, quali- 
fications." said the reporter. 

"You mean everything that's in 
their biographies?" demanding Brock, 
cutting off the reporter. 

“Yes,” said the reporter. 

"Okay. What's your address?" asked 
Brock. Given the address, Brock 
then said, still sarcastic, “We’ll get 
the information out to you as soon as 


possible.” 
“Thank you,’ ' said the reporter. 
“Sure, pal," said Brock, still very 


angry. "You're welcome.”

On government double 
standards 

Whenever anybody starts talk- 
ing about some sort of vehicle 


being inherently unsafe, the’ 


topic of motorcycles can’t be far 
behind. Especially when the some- 
bodies in question work for the fed- 
eral government, and have got to go 
on finding and solving “problems” 
to justify their existence. 

The latest news out of Washing- 
ton, D.C. is that ATVs are inherently 
unsafe in the opinion of the Consum- 
er Product Safety Commission, which 
unfortunately has an enormous 
amount of power to protect people 
from “unsafe” products. 

The thing I can’t understand is 
how agencies like the CPSC decide 
what products to attack, and why it is 
that some products involved in con- 
sumer injuries are inherently unsafe 
while others are simply being mis- 
used. 

It’s an important question because 
an unsafe product needs to be fixed or 
eliminated in government eyes, while 
a mis-used product needs to be used 
correctly, such use encouraged 
through user education. 

Which brings us back to ATVs, 
those wondrous fat-tired devices 
which have brought prosperity back 
to an ailing motorcycle industry and 
have introduced countless people to 
motorized recreation. 

I have in front of me a chart (repro- 
duced somewhere on this page) of 
estimated injuries and deaths asso- 
ciated with various sports in 1983, the 
most recent year we were able to 
compile comparative figures for. I 
also have in front of me two stories 
published in the Ontario (Califor- 
nia) Daily Report, both credited to 
the Associated Press wire service, one 
published April 7 and dealing with 
injuries related to boating in the 
U.S., theother published April 6and 
dealing with the CPSC's view of 
ATVs. 

Looking at the chart, we see that 
estimated emergency-room-treated 
injuries related to ATV use in 1983 
numbered 27,554, compared to 42,939 
injuries associated with skiing and 
2913 injuries associated with boat- 
ing. We also see that 42 people are 
known to have died in ATV-related

incidents in 1983, compared to 23 
skiers and 1241 boaters. 

The thing I have a problem with is 
when government officials talk about 
boating accidents, they talk about 
ignorant boaters and the need for 
education. The Daily Report story I 
referred to earlier credits Lt. Brian 
Ford of the Coast Guard Boating 
Safety Division in Long Beach, Cali- 
fornia as saying that an inexperienced 
sailor doesn't realize there's a big dif- 
ference between handling a boat and 
handling a car; Ford goes on to say 
that alcohol is a factor in more than 
50% of all boating accidents. 

"When you combine lack of expe- 
rience and knowledge of the water 
with alcohol, then that's the vast 
majority of accidents and fatalities,” 
Ford said. 

The cure for all this water-borne 
tragedy? '"Take a basic boating safety 
course. Then have your boat fully 
prepared; have preservers and fire 
extinguishers,” Ford told AP. 

Now we get to the story about the 
government dealing with ATVs. 
There isn’t a word about mis-use or 
ignorant riders. Nothing about pro- 
posed safety and education programs, 
nary a mention of drunk riders or 
riders not using basic safety equip- 
ment like helmets. 

"There's nothing but quote after 
quote and CPSC statistic after CPSC 
statistic talking about inherent sta- 
bility and safety problems and the 
need for possibly recalling and ban- 
ning all three-wheeled ATVs. 

Where’s the fairness in all this? 
Why is it that boats, implicated in 
1241 deaths in 1983, are off the hook 
in favor of sailor education and ATVs, 
implicated in 42 deaths in 1983, are 
inherently dangerous? It can’t be be- 
cause ATVs are easier to tip over or 
harder to stay aboard, because Coast 
Guard figures — according to AP — 
show that 37% of boating accidents 
involve capsizing and another 24% 
involve people falling overboard. 

Will we ever hear Stuart Statler, the 


CPSC Commissioner who seems to . 


have made the outlawing of ATVs his 
personal crusade, tell the press that 
the cure for the ATV safety problem 
is to “Таке а basic ATV riding safety 
course. Then be fully prepared, wear a 
helmet and other safety equipment.” ? 

Will we hear outspoken, clearly- 
prejudiced Commissioner Statler say 
“When you combine lack of expe- 
rience and knowledge of riding with 
alcohol, then that’s the vast majority 
of accidents and fatalities."? _ 

Probably not. And we won't see 
any investigations of skis and skiing 
or any talk of recalls of boats and skis 
or any suggestion that skis should 
come with outriggers or rollcages to 
increase stability and safety. 

The best we can hope for is to stop 
the CPSC from imposing its own 
form of unfair tyranny on ATVs — 
and perhaps motorcycles after that 
— by flooding Washington, D.C. 
with letters demanding that the feds 
stop trying to outlaw an entire class 
of vehicle to solve problems with 
ignorant fools getting drunk and rid- 
ing without safety equipment and 
racking themselves ир. 

Any vehicle is only as safe as its 
driver or rider, and the cure for ignor- 
ant mis-use is education, not eradica- 
tion. ©

Series: Round 5 


Shobert show at Cal 
Expo Sacto Mile

SACRAMENTO, CA, APR. 13 


“I was kind of worried there for a while," 
said Team Honda’s Bubba Shobert after 
winning the Sacramento Mile for the third 
time in four tries. Shobert began the race a 


distance behind Jimmy Filice 
and second-place finisher Ted 
Boody, but caught Boody after 
the halfway point to eventually 
take the lead and the win. 

Jay Springsteen returned to the 
mile scene to finish third, after a first 
turn crash on the initial start of the 
National. Euless, Texas’ Terry Poo- 
vey finished the evening in fourth. 

The first mile of the year was also 
the first race of the Stroh Mile Series, 
a nine-race series of mile races that 
has a $50,000 point fund. 

This night National marked the 
premier of a number of privateer 
Honda RS750Ds. Besides Shobert, 
Boody, and Freddie Spencer/Super- 
Trapp Racing's Doug Chandler and 


Randy Goss, there were five Honda. 








entries. Gary Scott and Alex Jorgensen 
each got their machines running the 
day of the event, and Ronnie Jones, 
Dan Bennett, and Tim Mertens each 
rode a Honda. 


Time trials 

Top qualifier for the meet was 
Chandler, at 38.407 seconds. Sprin- 
ger was second at 38.509, Terry Poo- 
vey third (38.637), Tom Maitland 
fourth with a 38.745, and Lance Jones 
filled the top five with a 38.856 quali- 
fying time. Rookie Chris Carr rode 
his Harley to a 38.799 sixth spot, just 


ahead of Shobert's 38.760. Dan Mc- . 


Donnell was the last rider in the 48- 
rider field with a 41.163 time. 
Heats 


Chandler grabbed the lead of the 
first 10-lap heat race going into turn 








three of the first circuit. Ronnie Jones 
moved from fifth to second going 
into turn one on the second lap, and 
Lance Jones held third for about a 
half lap, until passing Ronnie Jones 
going into three; Pete Hames ran 
fourth. The top four positions began 
to spread out, then on the seventh 
lap, Lance Jones’ Harley holed a pis- 
ton on the back stretch, which drop- 
ped him out of contention for the 
evening. 

Chandler led the rest of the dis- 
tance, as Hames tried to close on 
Ronnie Jones. Coming down to the 
checkered flag, Hames pulled out of 
Jones’ draft and claimed the second 
spot by a wheel length. Garth Brow 
finished fourth, one position from a 
direct transfer to the main. 

Springsteen got the holeshot in the 
second heat race ahead of Keith Day, 
Carr, and Sammy Sweet. It took only 
two laps for the leading trio to pull 
away from the pack. Day and Carr 
diced closely for the runner-up spot, 
with Carr taking the advantage on 
lap four. Day didn’t give the 1984 
Junior National Champ any brea- 
thing room, as the two ran no more 
than two bikelengths apart for the 
rest of the race. Sweet had his hands 
full with Scott Parker (H-D Motor 
Co./Bell/Hi-Point/Spectro), and 
eventually forfeited the fourth spot to 
Parker. Springsteen took the check- 
ered flag first, with Carr second and 
Day third. 

Don Howard was the early leader 
in heat number three. Going into 
turn three on the second lap, Shobert 
powered by for the point position. 
Howard trailed, along with Rod Far- 
ris. Poovey and Jorgensen. Howard 
dropped out just a couple laps into 
the race, put Farris in a position to 
challenge Shobert. ;

At the beginning of lap seven, Far- 
ris passed Shobert going into turn 
one; Poovey and Jorgy ran a close 3-4. 
Then Shobert drove by Farris on the 
back stretch. Poovey put the draft 
into play, and went with Shobert past 
Farris. The top four had a big lead 
over Ohio's Steve Morehead. 

On the last lap, Poovey passed 
Shobert on the inside going into turn 
three. Shobert drafted Poovey on the 
front straight, pulled out at the last 
minute, and took the win, narrowly. 
Farris held off Jorgy for the last 
transfer position. 

Boody and Filice were quick off the 
line in the fourth and final 12-rider 
heat race. Boody dropped to fourth 
before the completion of the first lap, 
making the top runners Filice, Goss 
and Maitland. Boody grabbed third 
away from Maitland at thestart of lap 
two, then drafted with Goss past 
Filice to take over second; Filice ran 
third. On the fifth lap, Goss slipped 
out of the groove, allowing Boody to 
take the lead and Filice to grab second. 
Goss caused Filice some grief for the 
next couple laps, pulling alongside 
on each straightaway, but not getting 
enough of an advantage to overtake 
second. On the eighth lap, Goss 
slowed momentarily, and let Mait- 
land past. Boody took the checkered 
flag first, with Bayland Racing/Bel- 
Ray/Shoei-sponsored Filice second, 
and Maitland (Tex Peel/Shoei/Hi- 
Point/Spectro) third. Goss finished 
fourth. 


Semi-finals 

The start of the first 10-lap semi 
saw Parker in the lead, followed by 
Peter Hook, Brow, and Gary Scott. 
Brow passed Hook at the start of lap 
two, and Sweet overtook Scott for 
fourth. On the third lap, Brow got by 
Parker, and Sweet went by Hook for 
third. Sweet looked good all night at 
Sacto — he ran the pace of the lead- 
ers, but was always one spot away 
from a transfer. Such was the case in 
this semi. Brow and Parker exchanged 
the lead several times on their way to 
the flag, with Sweet tailing them in 
third. Brow took the win, with Parker 
second. Only two went to the main; 
Sweet was third. 

Goss was third off the line on his 
Freddie Spencer/SuperTrapp/Bell/ 
Espirit/Megacycle/Kosman/ Blend- 
zall/Carlisle/ND Honda in the 
second semi, but wasted no time in 
gaining the lead. Morehead ran 
second, Mike Minnig third, and Jor- 
gensen fourth, on the new Pioneer 
Truck Lines/Storz/SuperTrapp/Hi- 
Point Honda. 

Jorgy motored around in third as 
Morehead and Goss put on a show 
for the capacity crowd at the Cal 
Expo Fairgrounds course. Morehead 
would gain the lead going into turn 
one, then Goss would get it back 
going into three, only to have More- 
head repass the him. At the flag, 
though, Goss held a slim advantage. 
Jorgensen finished one spot away 
from the transfer. 


Last Chance Qualifier 

Jorgensen came back to put on a 
show of his own, with Sweet, in the 
Last Chance Qualifier. Sweet led from 
the start, followed by Minning and 
Bennett. Jorgensen was fourth, but 
only for the time being. Bennett and 
Jorgensen swept past Minning on 
lap three, then Jorgy passed Bennett. 
That set up the Jorgensen/Sweet bat- 
tle. The lead switched hands a few 
times, and each of the riders wouldn't 
let theother get any measurable lead. 
Sweet again came up on the short 
end, as Jorgensen took the win and 
the final starting position in the 25- 
lap National.

Gard-sponsored Brian Atherton won 
the opening heat race in the Junior 
class over Tim Skov (W-R). Califor- 
nia rider Curtis Cannon was third. In 
the second and final six-lap heat, 
Aaron Hill (Champion Frames/Hi- 
Point/Shoei/ND/Castrol/Matco 
Tools/Daeco) rode his restricted 
Harley to the win after a race-long 
battle with Winkie Freitas. Ted Tay- 
lor (Rtx) was third. 

After a restart, Freitas, Atherton 
and Hill led the pack of Juniors in 
the main event. Atherton could get 
up alongside Freitas on the straight- 
aways, but it took five of the 12 laps 
before Atherton could get a wheel 
underneath and grab the lead. ‘Then, 
in turn two, Freitas went by Ather- 
ton, and Atherton bobbled, allowing 
Hill to also pass.

Hill had been riding with a bad 
clutch, and near the end of the race, 
began slowing with clutch problems; 
he finished 10th. That left Freitas and 
Atherton to duel it out for the win. It 
looked like Freitas might win his 
fourth straight National, but Ather- 
ton used his Wood-Rotax horsepower 
to take the win by a wheel in a drag 
race to the checkers. Cannon wound 
up third. 


National | 

Springsteen was forced high going 
into the first turn at the start of the 
25-lap National, and crashed, bring- 
ing out the red flag. The fans had just 
about written off the former three- 
time Camel Pro Series Champion, 
but Springer made the restart. 

Filice holeshot the restart, followed 
by Boody, Springer and Chandler. 
Shobert and Poovey were not far 
behind. Morehead became the first 
casualty as he dropped out with 
mechanical troubles on the first lap. 
Chandler snuck under Springsteen at 
the start of the second lap, but that 
didn’t last long as the Harley rider 
nabbed the spot in turn three. Sho- 
bert moved up and into third during 
lap three, ahead of Chandler, Spring- 
steen, Poovey and Carrs 





Filice and Boody ran out front, try- 
ing to extend their margin over the 
pack. Chandler passed Shobert 
momentarily on lap four, but Sho- 
bert regained the spot. On the sixth 
lap, Boody passed Filice going into 
turn one. Shobert was still running 
in third ahead of Chandler, Spring- 
steen, Poovey, Carr and Maitland. 

Chandler made a run at Shobert to 
begin lap seven, and made a pass in 
turn one; Poovey passed Springsteen 


for fifth. Shobert passed again for ` 


thirdas the leaders rounded the north 
turns three/four. 

Near lap 10, Poovey (Gardner 
Racing/Shoei/Lillie/H. Jones) tried 
to get around Chandler on the out- 
side. The gamble cost him, as Sprin- 
ger was able to get under Poovey for 
fifth place. A lap later, Filice regained 
the lead with a turn-three pass. Filice 
then bobbled enough for Boody to 
pass, but Shobert couldn't close the 
gap any more from his third place. 
Filice quickly regained his compo- 
sure and took the point position from 
Boody once again — then Boody 
passed a half-lap later. It was Filice's 
turn to lead another half-lap into the 
race, as he passed Boody. Springsteen 
and Poovey drafted their way past 
Chandler to land the fourth and fifth 
slots. 

On the 15th lap, Filice's Harley 
quit. It apparently broke a valve in 
the front cylinder. This left Boody 
alone in front, with no one to draft 
with to keep ahead of Shobert and his 
high-output Honda RS750. The order 
read Boody, Shobert, Springsteen, 
Poovey, Chandler, and a distance 
back, Maitland and Carr. Jorgensen 
also retired on the 16th lap. 

Things began to happen as Spring- 
steen pence Shobert exiting turn 
four, only to be repassed at the end of 
the straight. Near lap 19, Shobert 
overcame a large disadvantage — 
about eight bikelengths — to catch 
and pass Boody оп the back stretch. 
He got a better drive off turn two and 
simply drove by Boody. Chandler 
began to slow and dropped back to 
run alone in fifth. 

A half-lap after taking the lead, 
Shobert was dropped to third. Spring- 
steen tried to pass both leaders on the 
outside, and managed to get by Sho- 


bert, but Boody was the’one to get the.

lead. Shobert got the lead one more 
time a lap later as they top runners 
handed the lead back and forth. There 
were four more lead changes in the 
next two laps, then Springer and 
Poovey made an attack on Boody — 
Springsteen on the outside and Poo- 
vey on the inside. Neither rider could 
overtake second place, but Poovey 
managed to wrestle third place from 
Springer. 

Shobert maintained a comfortable 
(by mile racing standards) lead to the 
checkered flag, while the dash to the 
flag behind him was intense. College 
BikeShop/Arai/Megacycle/Fox/Visa 
Filter-backed Boody came out in 
second, with Team Harley rider 
Springsteen — who wasriding with a 
very painful leg after the first turn 
incident — third. Poovey rounded 
the close-knit top four. 

"When Filice and I were running 
together, I figured we could maybe 
pull away from everybody," Boody 
said later. “We set a pretty good pace, 
and I thought there would be no 
problem being in the lead at the end. 
‘Then his motor broke and I was out 
there by myself. It was.getting near 
the end of the race. My muffler was 
made out of the wrong material and 
it broke off, so the power on the bike 
went down a little bit. Bubba caught 
up to me and passed me, and I guess I 
tried а little:too.hard and ended up 








losing the draft for the finish, so I 
squeeked by in second." 

Shobert said, “I was making a few 
mistakes and wasn't taking the right 
line coming out of turn four. It took 
me longer than it should have to fig- 
ure out that I wasn't riding the right 
line. I figured it out and things 
started coming together and it worked 
real well. I was a little worried there 
fora while, it was a close race.” ө

First Test: Husqvarna 250WRX 





A premium blend 
for extra versatility

Husqvarna's approach to the off-road com- 
munity is unique: instead of simply offering 
the rider two choices in a displacement size 
— either a motorcrosser or an enduro model 


— they came up with a line of 
machines specifically designed 
for desert or other high-speed 
applications. That move gave 
them three distinct lines: CR (close 
ratio, designed for motocross) WR 
(wide ratio, for enduro use), and the 
XC (cross country, for the desert). But 
apparently that wasn’t enough; accord- 
ing to Husky, they’ve been bombarded 
with requests from riders looking for 
a less specialized mount, a bike that 
could function as a top flight enduro 
mount one weekend and as a warp- 
speed hare scrambles or desert sled 
the next. And after a stint at their 
drawing boards at the factory in 
Sweden, the WRX line was born. 

As the name suggests, the WRX isa 
blend of parts from the WR and XC 
lines, and when tied together with a 
selection of specially-designed com- 
ponents, the result is probably the 
most versatile dirt bike line on the 
planet. Introduced as mid-year mod- 
els, the 250WRX, which we will 
examine in depth here, and the 
400WRX, — effectively fill any 


Husky is quick to point out that 
the new WRX is not a replacement 
for the WR line. The current WRs 
have the dated dual-shock rear sus- 
pension/chassis, while the WRX takes 
full advantage of the new single-shock 
suspension/chassis debuted on the 
1985 CR and XC models. Husky con- 
tends the WR is still the bike of choice 
for the rider that intends to compete 
only in enduros, which, from our 
experience, is at least partially accu- 
rate. The WR's shorter suspension 
and wheelbase make the bike more 
effective in the tight woods, while the 
WRXisslightly less agile in the same 
situation due to its longer suspension 
and wheelbase. 

Still, for the enduro pilot looking 
for a high-tech single-shock mount, 
we would hardly call the WRX a bad 
choice. It works well enough in the 
deep woods—although it gets the job 
done differently than the WR —to bé 
chosen.as a woods-only mount. And 
when the terrain opens up, the WRX 
will leave the WR in its dust, thanks 
to a more potent motor, better sus- 
pension and morus wheelbase. 





WRX with the latest single-shock 
chassis. As the last holdout in the 
off-road market with a dual-shock 
chassis, it would've been a shame to 
equip their latest line with the heavier 
dual-shock chassis when a new single- 
shock chassis was available from a 
nearby parts bin. Husky grabbed the 
XC chassis and basically used it intact, 
then built the rest of the bike around 
it. 

The chrome-moly steel frame itself 
is based on a single-backbone design, 
somewhat of a throwback to Huskys 
of the late 1970s, but the large central, 
arcing backbone is much larger in 
diameter. The tube starts at the steer- 
ing head and runs through a smooth 
arc to the bottom anchor of the sus- 
pension linkage. 

Following Husky tradition of the 
past two years, the single front down- 


tube runs from the steering head then ` 


splits just above the exhaust port. 
Instead of just a single welded-in 
engine case guard (in lieu of a skid 
plate), the WRX has a pair of parallel 
protector tubes which make the engine 
cradle that much more rigid. 

The WRX also has a removable 
rear sub-frame, which is based on the 
XC unit. In this case, the rails have 
been extended to form a rear frame 
loop, which provides support for the 
fender/taillight assembly and gives 
the rider: something to grab when 
muscling (pushing, pulling or lift- 
ing) the bike through a muddy section. 

The, sub:frame, comes. off fairly 








quickly, but you first have to remove 
the seat, tank, silencer and air box to 
get at it. Once to that point, all you 
have to do is unplug the electrical 
connectors, remove three bolts, and 
the sub-frame, fender and splash 
guard come off as a unit. 

Husky's first single-shock suspen- 
sion comes off as a very clean design. 
Again lifted basically intact from the 
CR/XC line, the linkage is a rela- 
tively simple design and is connected 
to an aluminum swingarm — another 
first for Husky. At the heart of the 
system is an Ohlins shock with piggy- 
back reservoir. While Ohlins has been 
supplying Husky with shocks for 
years, they have had a lot of previous 
experience building shocks for 
single-shock machines; they've offered 
replacement shocks for many single- 
shock bikes since the late 70s. 

Unlike previous Ohlins shocks on 
Huskys, you won't have to disassemble 
the shock to change the rebound or 
compression damping qualities. Com- 
pression damping adjustment is 
handled by a “clicker” knob on the 
top of the reservoir, while a similar 
knob.at the base of the shock enables 
rebound adjustment. Both knobs are 
easily reached from the left side of the 
bike and don't require tools of any 
kind. Even the spring preload can be 
changed without removing any plas- 
tic, and all you'll need is a screwdriver 
or drift and a hammer to rotate the 
pair of threaded rings. It would be 
difficult to imagine à more easy-to- 
live-with system. 

While the shock is mechanically 
the same as that of the XC, an inter- 
nal spacer was installed to limit the 
stroke. As a result, travel at the rear 
wheel is slightly less than on the XC, 
down to 13.0 from 13.8, but that 
change brings the seat height down 
to 37.8 inches — the same as the WR. 
Interestingly, the WR offers only 11.8 
inches of rear suspension travel. 

The stock spring is fine for riders 
in the 150 to 165-pound range, and

should be set somewhere in the 250- 
255mm installed length (unweighted) 
range for best performance. If you are 
heavier or lighter, Husky hasa spring 
in stock for you, and they warn 
against setting the shock with too 
much preload. Doing so affects the 
low-speed damping, which could 
make the bike a handful in the tighter 
stuff. Preload should be set with the 
rider aboard, and the proper setting is 
where the suspension sags from 95 to 
100mm. 

Crafted from forged aluminum, 
the linkage is fitted with sealed bear- 
ings and consists of a central arm and 
a pair of upright arms which tie the 
system to the swingarm. As with the 
rest of the suspension, the fasteners 
are easy to get at for periodic mainte- 
nance of the bearings — there is 
plenty of room for wrenches to swing. 

The swingarm follows the current 
practice of utilizing rectangular cross- 
section aluminum alloy tubing, and 
is mounted with a pivot bolt at the 
front which passes through ears on 
the frame as well as through the rear 
portion of the engine case. The kick- 
stand is mounted to the left side of the 
swingarm with a single bolt. For ease 
of chain adjustment, the rear axle is 
equipped with a grab handle so a 
wrench is only needed on one side, 
then a second smaller wrench is used 
to position the adjusters on either 
side. 

The front suspension is pulled 
straight from the XC, and has 11.8 
inches of travel versus the 10.6 on the 
WR. Also from the XC come the triple 
clamps, which feature different offset 
than the WR and a switch to allen 
head bolts that thread directly into 
the clamps, rather than using sepa- 
rate hex nuts. Unlike the rubber- 
mounted handlebar clamps on the 
WR, the XC's bars mount directly to 
the triple clamp. 

While the fork legs have cast-in 
mounts for the disc brake used on the 
XC, the WRX uses the same double- 
leading-shoe brake as the WR. At the 
rear, the brake has been lifted from 
the XC, and is a non-floating design 
with a hefty aluminum stay arm. 

'The engine is a compact package 
and a blend of WR, XC and all-new 
components. What *sets the motor 
apart from any other Husky model is 
the cylinder; it's been specifically 
designed to enhance the versatility 
image. While the general layout, a 
center-port exhaust with a pair of 
boost ports to either side, follows the 
pattern used in other Husky 250s, the 
WRX benefits from lower position- 
ing of the ports in the cylinder. The 
‘result is ап engine with power charac-

teristics that fall somewhere between 
the WR and XC. 

The six-speed transmission as well 
as the entire lower end is identical to 
that in the WR and XC, and the 
engine is fed by the same eight-petal 
reed valve. The WRX gets the round- 
slide 38mm Mikuni from the WR 
(with minimal jetting changes) rather 
than the square-slide unit on the XC. 

More blending of components is 
visible in the exhaust system. The 
exhaust is very similar to that used on 
the XC, with the proper bends to go 
along with a new gas tank, but is 
fitted with a WR steel spark arrester/ 
muffler rather than the aluminum 
unit used on the XC. The fattest por- 
tion of the pipe is wrapped with 
sound deadening material and then 
covered with an external steel shell. 
The result is a quiet system with a 
relatively pleasing note. 

With the exception of their four- 
stroke and 500A E models, all Huskys 
are water-cooled. The WRX has a pair 
of radiators identical to that on the 
WR; the difference is that the WRX 
radiators are made to the same specs

light/number plate and the rear | 


fender, all of the plastic is straight 
from the XC and is much more rakish 
than that used on the WR. The most 
obvious difference is the tank; the 
capacity has been bumped up to 3.2 
gallons from the 2.8 used on the WR, 
and is designed to take full advantage 
of a safety seat. The tank looks con- 
ventional enough from the left side, 
but when viewed from the right the 
huge extended lobe dominates the 
picture. 

The tank is actually an integral part 
of a new air box system, necessitated 
by the single-shock chassis. The outer 
cover of the box:comes off without 
tools by unsnappinga pair of catches, 
and reveals a large pancake-type, 
oblong Twin Air filter. The filter, 
too, comes off in a jiffy without tools 
by sliding the retention arm away. 

The rearward.portion of the ex- 
tended tank lobe forms the front of 
the air box and when the cover is 
snapped into place, the box is sealed. 
The breather is located at the front, 
but should be higher to keep water 
out in submarine-type water cross- 
ings. 

You should have no problems with 
dirt sneaking around the edges of the 
filter; during installation (assuming 
you use a layer of grease on the 
perimeter of the sealing surface), you 
can easily see the entire mating sur- 
face. For extra safety, wrap a piece of 
safety wire around the front catch of 
the retention arm. Overall, a. very 











slick system. 

To keep the enduro crowd happy 
(and.to draw them to the machine) 
the WRX comes with a speedometer/ 
odometer from Nippondenso. While 
the odometer on our tester counted 
backward (the bike was one of only a 
handful in the U.S.), the next ship- 
ment will have a functional odometer. 

So much for the technical stuff. 
How does the WRX stack up against 
the WR? We took the WRX and a 
stock 1985 WR out to our favorite 
riding area and did some seat-of-the- 
pants comparison testing. The first 
thing we noticed on the WRX was-a 
lack of the tractor-type pulling power 
the WR has become noted for. When 
you crack the throttle in the tighter 
woods, the WRX doesn't have the 
smooth flow of horsepower on the 
bottom of the power band that the 
WR has. The WRX comes on slightly 
quicker and harder, but wasn't what 
we would call unmanageable in the 
woods, and calls for a slightly altered 
riding style over the WR. 

Once you jet into the mid-range 
and head toward the upper reaches of 
the power band, the WRX is the 
winner — hands-down. It almost 
feels like Husky secretly added some 
displacement to the 245cc motor while 
they were redesigning the exhaust 
port layout — there's that much dif- 
ference. 

The WRX has been transformed 
into more of a musclebike than the 
WR, and we loved it. And the perform- 
ance factor has been helped along by 
another difference — the WRX weighs 
seven pounds less than the WR — 231 








pounds versus 238. Less weight means 
any engine changes are amplified, 
and that's no doubt the case here. 
With a totally changed chassis, 
new rear suspension and a steeper 
steering head angle (27 degrees versus 
28.5), you would expect the WRX's 
handling manners to be very differ- 
ent from the WR, and we found that 


to be very true. After spending time’ 


on the WRX and getting used to its 
steering, we generally preferred it 
over the WR. The WRX turns with 
much more precision, but reacts more 
slowly between the trees than the 
WR, probably because of the longer

wheelbase and more suspension. The 
WR, on the other hand, would more 
easily knife around the trees with 
only a slight toggle on the bars. In 
predominately tree-covered terrain, 
we'd pick the WR, but the WRX was 
still right in there. 

Into more open terrain, the WRX 
was our clear choice. In situations 
where sections of tight woods are 
connected by high-speed fire roads or 
stretches of deep sand whoops, the 
WRX is right at home and will pull 
away from the WR. Any seconds lost 
in the woods are soon made up; the 
slower handling and more supple 
suspension, combined with a more 
willing motor, spell success for the 
WRX here. 

While both ends of the WRX sus- 
pension did their job well, the rear 
worked so well that the usually excel- 
lent Husky fork felt somewhat inade- 
quate. Our only fault with the rear 
suspension was at very low trail 
speeds, where we felt more shock was 
transmitted to the rider than on the 
WR. We enjoyed having the WRX 
rear suspension soak up the bigger 
stuff in stride, but the front fork — a 
holdover from Huskys of the past 
several years — wasn't up to the same 
standard. There isn't enough dis- 
harmony here to prevent us from 
buying a WRX, but things would be 
better if the fork were a bit more 
plush. 

Sharp-edged bumps were a breeze 
on the WRX, whereas the WR had 
more of a tendency to kick up and jolt 
the rider. And while the damping can 
be changed in the WR to alleviate 
some of the problem, the shocks must 
be disassembled to do it; the WRX 
has a knob to do the trick. 

If you get the idea we have little to 
complain about with the WRX, you're 
right. Asa package, it works extremely 
well in the woods as well as in the 
wide open spaces. Brakes at both ends 
were strong, and we never felt we 
needed the extra stopping power of 
the XC disc brake. And making our 
life even nicer in the saddle were a 
new forged aluminum brake pedal 
(with replaceable steel toe contact), as 
well asa forged aluminum kickstarter 
that tucked itself back in after taking 
a dab. 

There is still the question of 
whether to pick the WRX or the WR 
for enduro work; we'd buy the WRX. 
Then if you want to run some of the 
higher-speed events, you're all set. 

Where does the 250WRX fit into 
the marketplace? Basically, it creates 
a new niche which it shares with its 
bigger brother, the 400WR X. And the 
retail price of $3,095 — while a high 
price tag for any dirt bike — is a bar- 
gain when you consider the WR sells 
for $100 less. In our minds, $100 is a 
small price to pay to get a premium 
blend — the best of both worlds. ө

Brits trounce Americans

CASTLE DONINGTON, DERBY, ENGLAND, APR. 6-7-8 

The British Commonwealth team turned 
the tables on the U.S.A. to win the 1985 
version of the annual Easter TransAtlantic 
Match Races by the crushing margin of 336 


points to 254. U.S. team captain 
Randy Mamola earned 10,000 
British pounds top prize as lead- 
ing points scorer overall, but 


won only two races compared to the 
three of Aussie Wayne Gardner, who 
headed the British riders. Mike Bald- 
win, top scorer in 1979, won the other 
race, and finished a stirring third in 
the points table, ahead of Common- 
wealth team captain Ron Haslam. 

Just as last year, most of the races 
were televised live in England, and 
made excellent viewing with nailbit- 
ing action at the head of the field; 
this, together with the rather dismal 
weather, led to a drop in crowd 
attendance but by dint of spreading 
therace over three days instead of two 
as previously, the organizers came 
close to repeating the record-breaking 
totals of 1984. 


The teams 

After the vintage 1984 spectacle of 
high-speed racing by mostly the 
American stars, it was hoping too 
much to be able to'repeat such an 
exhibition. With Kenny Roberts now 
retired, and Eddie Lawson and Freddie 
Spencer concentrating on the World 
Championship 500cc title chase, the 
U.S. team this year was led by Randy 





Mamola, on a factory Honda NS550 
triple, with sponsorship from the 
South African Rothmans cigarette 
company whose colors were also on 
three bikes in the British team. At one 
stage it seemed possible that Randy 
might after all be joined by his GP 
Honda team leder Freddie Spencer, 
but though Rothmans and Freddie 
were reportedly very keen that he 
should take part, Honda Racing 
Corporation in Japan nixed the idea. 

Instead, Mamola was supported by 
a team of riders mostly riding Honda 
RS500 privateer machines, led by 
former American Honda rider, now 
GP privateer and reigning U.S. Na- 
tional Road Racing Champion, Mike 
Baldwia. Top points scorer as far 
back as 1978, Baldwin was the only 
American rider with two bikes at his 
disposal on which he rode alternately 
throughout the weekend: one was a 
brand new R$500, in fact an '84 
model which had only covered 200 
miles in total, the other the oldest 
surviving three-cylinder Honda racer, 
an '82 machine updated by mechanics 
Bruce Maus and Phil McDonald (on 
leave of absence from American 
Honda) to latest specification. Also 
RS500-mounted were Randy Renfrow 
and Rich Schlachter, the latter mak- 
ing a return to European racing in 
general after a couple of years' absence, 





and Donington in particular. The 
last time Schlachter rode at the Brit- 
ish track, he crashed badly, broke sev- 
eral bones and lost a toe after coming 
off his 250cc Waddon on the trea- 
cherous surface which, after the 
hugely-successful Truck GP last year, 
attended by around 100,000 specta- 
tors, had started to break up badly. 
Most riders complained of being 
peppered by stones and debris if they 
slipstreamed another bike, and Bald- 
win's bikes especially showed. signs 
of this with chips all over the front of 
the paintwork. 

The final RS500-mounted Ameri- 
can team member had firsthand ex pé- 
rience of Donington's slippery nature 
when he crashed in unofficial prac- 
tice on Friday: Jeff Haney, on the 
Entropy Racing Honda. Third in the 
'85 Daytona 200 Superbike race and 
7th in the Daytona 100-mile Formula 
One race, Haney came to Donington 
touted as one of the rising stars of 
American racing, but sadly he com- 
pletely failed to fulfill that potential, 
tailed off a bad last in every race and 
doing his reputation a power of no 
good in the process. No doubt never 
having raced in the wet before was a 
problem, but others with similarly 
restricted experience on damp tracks, 
such as Randy Renfrow, picked up 
speed throughout the weekend and 
by the end of the series were beating 
the more experienced British team 
riders at their own game. 

Back on the American team for the 
first time since 1982 was Jimmy 
Adamo, riding the square-four fac- 
tory Cagiva 500: in fact, manager 
Reno Leoni had brought over the 
older C7 model with 18" wheels on 
which Jimmy finished second in the 
final U.S. National of 1984 at Mid- 
Ohio, rather than the later C9 version. 

"This bike handles better on a 
slippery track," explained Adamo. “I 
found at Mid-Ohio where it was very 
wet that I could catch the front end 
much quicker when it broke away

than I can with the 16-inch wheels on 
the new bike. Knowing how slippery 
Donington is, we decided to bring 
this one." 

Rounding out the U.S. riders was 
Georgian Doug Brauneck, making 
his Match Race debut on his elderly 
but still competitive Yamaha TZ750. 
The team should have been completed 
by Rich Schlachter's teammate on 
the Bob MacLean-entered RS500 
Hondas, Wayne Rainey, but at the 
last minute he decided that his col- 
larbone fractured when he unloaded 
from the factory Yamaha FZ750 in 
Daytona practice had not healed suf- 
ficiefitly well for him to be able to 
ride. Organizer Bruce Cox was dis- 
pleased at receiving the news too late 
to be able to draft in another rider, 
but decided to hold the British team 
at eight riders in spite of having only 
seven Americans on call, with the best 
six finishers on each side in each race 
to score points. Interestingly, for the 
first time the American team had a pre- 
dominance of East Coast riders, New 
Englanders Schlachter and Baldwin 
joined by New Yorker Adamo, Vir- 
ginian Renfrow and Georgian Brau- 
neck, with only Mamola and Haney 
as products of the California rider 
factory. 

'The British Commonwealth team 
was termed such in deference to Aus- 
tralian Wayne Gardner, who together 
with team captain Ron Haslam was 
riding NS500 factory Hondas spon- 
sored by Rothmans. Also sporting 
the blue and white colors of the 
South African firm were Honda Bri- 
tain team riders Roger Marshall and 
new recruit Roger Burnett, both on 
RS500s. Haslam only reached agree- 
ment with the organizers at the last 
minute to ride at all, and noticeably 
had the Rothmans name on his cloth- 
ing taped over since their support of 
him extends only to the GPs. Had he 
not been able to do a deal, the organ- 
izets would have been in a mighty 
difficult position, since he featured 
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Wayne Gardner (7) raced Randy Mamola (2) to win three of the six Match 
Races, all held at Donington Park over three days. 


heavily in color posters and other 
pre-race advertising, all without a 
contract having been signed. 

Star technical attraction of the week- 
end was new British GP star Rob 
McElInea on the superbly-presented 
Heron Suzuki, with a carbon-fiber 
honeycomb chassis, but sadly only 
'83 factory engines, which gave a 
noticeable speed penalty compared 
even to the Honda Britain RS500 
bikes, let alone the three factory 
NS500s. Sporting the colorful green 
and white livery of brand-new spon- 
sor Skoal Bandit, whose motorcycle 
race debut this was, the innovative 
machine was really having its first 
race after the debacle at the South 
African GP when the ignition failed 
on the warm-up lap. 

Also Suzuki-mounted were Gary 
Lingham, second in the '84 European 
Championship, and now equipped 
with a brace of RG500s, and Suzuki 
GB rider Mick Grant on the only 
four-stroke in the race. For the first 
event on Saturday, Grant used an old 
'82 XR69 one-liter bike, but that 
night the two brand-new GSX-R750R 
Yoshimura-prepped factory racers on 
which he'll contest the '85 World 
Championship TT Formula One 
Series arrived at the track, having 
been flown in from Japan that morn- 
ing. All-night work by mechanics 
Nigel Everett and Paul Bolton saw 
the bikes turn a wheel for the first 
time, still in grey primer paint, in the 
Sunday races, after they'd been un- 
crated, assembled, and then converted 
to right-foot gearchange for the Brit- 
ish veteran. : 

Rounding off the British team was 
perennial team member Steve Par- 
rish, who had intended on riding his 
Harris-framed RD500LC-based Yam- 
aha TT-1 machine. This, however, 
was still being developed and is not 
yet race ready, so instead Steve wheeled 
out his elderly Yamaha TZ500. 


Race 1 (Saturday) 

'Team captains Mamola and Has- 
lam qualified their NS500s on joint 
pole in 1 minute, 14.84 seconds, for 
what turned out to be the only race 
run on a completely dry track, the 
American rider taking the lead posi- 
tion on the grid thanks to having 
recorded the time first. 

Somewhat surprisingly, Rob Mc- 
Elnea put the Heron Suzuki, third on 
the grid, just ahead of Mike Baldwin 
with Wayne Gardner fifth fastest. 

Doug Brauneck caused a few raised 
eyebrows by placing llth fastest on 
the old ‘dinosaur’ TZ750, ahead of 
British teamsters Burnett, Lingham 





and Parrish, on his first visit to 
Europe, but on the warm-up lap the 
Georgia rider slid off as so many have 
done before going down the off- 
camber downhill Craner Curves on 
cold tires. Though the bike was only 
lightly damaged, and he himself 
uninjured, Brauneck was a non- 
starter, leaving the American team 
with only six riders on the starting 
line-up for the first race. 

Fast-starting Haslam set the patt- 
ern for the weekend by leading the 
first lap, with Mamola tucked in 
behind and Baldwin shooting past 
Honda Britain’s Marshall for third 
down the straight. On lap two Has- 
lam had pulled out a 100-yard lead, 
with McElnea past Marshall for fourth 
and Gardner closing on his team- 
mate after a slow start. A gap was 
developing between the factory bikes 
(except for Baldwin's and the rest, 
with Lingham putting in a fighting 
ride from the back of the grid to place 
seventh on his Suzuki, tussling with 
Rich Schlachter. On lap three, 
though, Lingham took a tumble at 
Craner Curves, leaving Schlachter to 
take urgent ayoiding action. 

"I saw his front wheel tuck under 
and as he went down I couldn't help 
but think of the last time I raced here 
and had my accident at the exact 
same place," said Schlachter, who 
thereafter had a lonely ride well ahead 
of a similarly lonesome Steve Par- 
rish. Lingham roughed up the palms 
of his hands, but was fit enough to 
ride the next day. 

Up front, Gardner has passed Mar- 
shall and set off after McEInea, tak- 
ing fourth place on speed from the 
Heron on lap four. Next time round, 
the determined Aussie made it three 
places in three laps when he nailed 
Baldwin for third. Meanwhile Mam- 
ola had been gradually whittling 
down Haslam's lead, and on lap five 
he shoved past at the chicane to lead 
the race, with McElnea taking Bald- 
win for fourth at the same place. 

Lap six, and Gardner zipped past 
Haslam down the straight after get- 
ting a better drive out of the fast right 
leading on to it, and challenged 
Mamola for the lead at the chicane. 
Nothing doing that time, but the 
next lap Haslam leapfrogged into the 
lead again, with the three Rothman's

display of high-speed racing, -their 
blue and white bikes squirming and 
sliding as they strove to pass each 
other, often several times each lap 
around the circuit. 

On lap eight the inevitable hap- 
pened, and all three tried to enter the

chicaneat the same time: theone who 
drew the short straw and was forced 
to take to the slip road was Haslam, 
rejoining in fifth place with Mamo- 
la's tire marks on his seat and fairing, 
just as Renfrow exited the pits after 
stopping on lap four with a broken 
engine mount on his RS500. “1 needed 
the practice and the team needed the 
points," explained Renfrow. 
Gardner had been forced onto the 
grass at the chicane, but recovered to 
challenge Mamola for the lead again. 
After making a trial run up the inside 
at the chicane on lap 11, he forced his 
way past the American there on lap 
12 to hit the front again. Mamola 
fought back, actually got past a cou- 
ple of times, but the gritty Aussie 
would not be denied and after Mam- 
ola ran wide a couple of times at the 
chicane, Gardner pulled out a 100- 
yard lead on the last lap to score his 
first-ever Match Race victory. Mam- 
ola was second but caught by McEI- 
neaat the end, while Haslam did pass 
Baldwin for fourth. 

“Boy, did we all have our moments 
out there," exclaimed a jubilant 
Gardner on the victory rostrum. “I 
guess the important thing was that 
none of us crashed and we must have 
given the crowd something to go 
home and tell their friends about 
tomorrow. I only just stayed on at the 
chicane when Ron hit Randy and I 
was on the grass, and the last couple 
of laps I daren't look back, so I didn't 
realize Randy dropped so far back. 
What a great race!" 

The day ended with the British 
team leading the Americans, 59 to 40. 


Race 2 (Sunday). 

After Saturday's thrilling dry- 
weather race, Sunday's three legs were 
run on damp tracks, making tire 
selection critical. Lingham and Brau- 
neck's mechanics had repaired their 


bikes overnight, so the teams were at ` 


full strength as they came out for the 
second leg, just as morning rain 
stopped: all were on full rain tires, 
however. Mike Baldwin got the hole- 
shot and led into Redgate Corner, but 
the big surprise was the man who 
challenged him for the lead at the 
next turn: Gary Lingham, riding his 
privateer '84 Suzuki with skill and 
verve, despite taking painkilling 
injections in both hands just before 
the race. : 

"Though he was never quite able to 
get past Mike Baldwin — another 
excellent wet-weather rider — and 
eventually had to give up second 
place to Mamola, Lingham's gutty 
ride was an object lesson to the rest of 
the British team. Marshall was the 








next Brit in fourth, tracked by McEI- 
nea and Gardner, who seemed not to 
be too interested in risking things on 
the slippery track. Adamo, challeng- 
ing Gardner, was riding the older 
Cagiva well and exploiting its good 
wet weather handling to the full. 

On lap six, Mamola went out front, 
having passed Lingham and Bald- 
win on speed down the straight, and 
he held on to the end to take a con- 
vincing win. Baldwin held on to 
second, to make it 1-2 for the U.S. 
with Lingham third. The next three 
places were held by Honda Britain 
riders, with Gardner getting into top 
gear and making fastest lap at the end 
of the race to place fourth, while Has- 
lam recovered from an unusually 
slow start to catch Marshall for fifth. 
Grant gave the untried Suzuki four- 
strokea satisfactory debut with eighth 
place as he ran it in. “The engine's 
great, although the gearbox ratios are 
incredibly close together,” said Grant. 
"Once we get the suspension sorted 
out this will be a very competitive 
bike in TT Formula One — far better 
than last year's 'Diesel'!" 

Brauneck impressed by shaking off 
the effects of his fall to beat Schlachter 
and Renfrow, both of whom were not 
risking anything on the damp track. 
Haney was lapped by every other 
rider — and twice by the leaders — in 
his first-ever wet-weather road race. 
The British upped their overall score 
to 116 points to the American team's 


78. 
Race 3 (Sunday) 

With the track drying fast during 
the intervening 30-lap European 
Championship 500cc race, won by 
Suzuki rider Paul Iddon, the: teams 
came out for the third race with a 
variety of tire choices on view, from 
the front intermediate and rear slick 
of the Honda Britain riders, through 
Mamola's front soft intermediate and 
rear handcut slick, to Adamo's front 
rain tire/rear intermediate. 

Haslam literally rocketed into the 
lead at the start, pulling out 200- 
yards on the first lap and extending 
his lead to nine seconds by half- 
distance in the 15 laps. Baldwin and 
Mamola were next up, with Gardner 
and McElnea dueling for fourth, while 
Lingham was shoved up the slip road 
at the chicane the first time around, 
lost six places turning around, and 
took four of them back on lap two. 
On the same lap Mamola eased past 
Baldwin down the straight and set off 
after Haslam, while Renfrow in sev- 
enth was showing well too as he 
became more accustomed to the con- 
ditions and circuit. Brauneck was 
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England's Roger Burnett (9) leads Randy Renfrow (15) and Jimmy 
Adamo. Renfrow and Adamo finished no better than seventh. 





mixing it up with Grant and Burnett 
for 11th. 

By lap six, Gardner was up to third 
and closing on Mamola whom he 
passed later that lap as the American 
struggled with an unsuitable tire 
choice on a nearly dry track. Gardner 
seemed unlikely to catch Haslam in 
the short time available, but lapping 
more than a second a lap faster than 
his teammate, Gardner made up the 
difference by leaps and bounds, tak- 
ing Mamola with him. 

On the very last lap Gardner was in 
Haslam's slipstream, and by making 
a huge effort he challenged for the 
lead at the very last corner. Haslam 
shut the door on him, but switching 
his line effortlessly at almost full 
lean, Gardner dived inside on the 
way out, got the power on earlier and 
drove hard out of the turn for the line, 
heading his teammate for the first time 
10 yards from the line to win a thril- 
ling race by a wheel. Mamola was 
only a length behind in third. 

"Ithought I'd got it,” said a philo- 
sophical. Haslam, “but Wayne just 
came from nowhere. I shifted once 
more than he did going for the line 
and that blew it, probably. He deserved 
to win.” 

Further down the field more excit- 
ing racing was taking place with 
McElnea outbraking Marshall into 
the chicane two laps from the end to 
take fifth, and Renfrow winning his 
own private battle with Schlachter 
for sixth. After them, Parrish and 
Lingham had lonely rides, but behind, 
Doug Brauneck was earning the cheers 
of the crowd as he repeatedly fought 
it out with Grant and Roger Burnett 
on their factory bikes going into the 
chicane. In the end, he made the 
point often enough to get by them 
both, but at 173-121 halfway through 
the six-race series, the U.S. team had 
a mountain to climb. 

Race 4 (Sunday) 

With the track now dry, a repeat of 
Saturday’s thrills looked in prospect, 
but as the riders came out on the grid 
for the fourth leg the heavens opened 
and the Donington circuit was soon 
awash. Having anticipated the rain, 
Baldwin was the only rider to appear 
on the grid at the appointed time, the 
others having to hastily don rain 
suits and fit full rain tires. 

The start was delayed 20 minutes, 
but it was still raining as the teams 
gridded for the dullest race in the 
series. 

Mamola took the lead from Bald- 
win at the first corner and stayed in 
front to the end. Baldwin was second 
until half-distance when his throttle 








started sticking and he slowed, to be 
caught first by McElInea, exploiting 
the good handling of the Skoal Heron 
Suzuki to the full, and the steady 
Roger Marshall. 

Gardner and Haslam never figured, 
while teammate Burnett was sixth 
when he stopped on lap two to fix a 
broken gearshift lever, rejoining at 
the back after six laps. Lingham was 
expected to shine again in the wet, 
and so he did at first, challenging 
McElnea for third until he slid off in 
the wet at Coppice on lap five, adding 
afew more to his collection of bruises. 
Though the bike caught fire briefly it 
was not badly damaged — the screen 
wasn't even cracked — and mechanic 
Mike Lawson had it fixed for the fol- 
lowing day. Adamo finished a strong 
seventh, this time on the right tires, 


- and thanks to this and other strong 


performances further down the field, 
the U.S. team had their best result of 
the series, spliting the points 51-51 
with the Brits: Nevertheless, the ser- 
ies ended its second day with the Brit- 
ish team headed for victory with a 
commanding 224 to 172 lead. 


Race 5 (Monday) 

The track was almost dry for the 
first of the two legs run on the final 
day. Haslam led from the start pursued 
by Baldwin, Marshall, Mamola, 
Gardner, McEInea and Adamo. On 
lap two, Adamo challenged McElnea 
at the Old Hairpin, but coming onto 
the main straight the motor suddenly 
died and Adamo pushed the bike to 
the pits with what turned out to be a 
broken crank. With no spare engine, 
that was the end of the series for the 
red and silver Cagiva. Mamola swept 
past Marshall on that lap, soon fol- 
lowed by McElnea, but the real action 
was at the front, where Baldwin was 
really hustling Haslam, visibly cut- 
ting back the top speed superiority. of 
the factory NS Honda with some 
incredibly late braking and much fas- 
ter cornering. Having lapped Haney 
on lap five, the pair came down the 
chicane together, with Baldwin forc- 
ing his way past, running slightly 
wide but recovering to stay ahead on 
the way out and lead over the line. 
Though the factory Honda rider tried 
everything he knew to retake the lead 
in front of his home crowd and gain 
the victory he so badly wanted, Bald- 
win was even more determined. He 
stayed in front to earn a richly deserved 
victory — strangely enough, his first- 
ever in the Match Races. 

"I really wanted to win that race,” 
said Baldwin. “I was sure he was 
going to come back at me, but he 
didn’t. This is the old bike, and Phil 





(McDonald) fitted it with oversize 
brakes off an Interceptor superbike 
which gives me a lot of extra braking 
power. I was able to cancel out his 
speed advantage by going extra deep 
in the corners. This really makes it 
worth coming, and almost makes up 
for my having only one day’s skiing 
all last winter while I put my own 
team together for the GPs.” 

The race settled into an unchanged 
pattern behind the two leaders, with 
Mamola on the wrong tires again and 
unable to get on terms, well ahead of 
a similarly afflicted Gardner. Ling- 
ham was riding in pain with an 
injured knee which he could hardly 
bend enough to get on the footrest, 
and toured at the back — he still 
almost lapped Haney, last again. 

Brauneck was terrorizing the Brit- 
ish factory riders as usual, until his 
TZ750 engine finally gave up and he 
parked it for the weekend, but not 
before impressing British spectators 
with his determination. 

Schlachter and Renfrow traded 
places throughout the race, with 
Schlachter just taking seventh, while 
Grant retured the Suzuki with sus- 
pension problems on the unsorted 
machine. 

The British led 278-213 going into 
the final round. 

Race 6 (Monday) 

The track was still damp in places 
as the riders came out for the final 
race: Brauneck wds missing with a 
blown engine, and so was Adamo, 
though the latter's efforts to borrow a 
Ducati 750 T T-1 from World Cham- 
pion Tony Rutter came to nought 
when it was realized that Rutter had 
to ride the bike in the British For- 
mula One championship round 
which was to run immediately after 
the concluding Match Race leg. 
Lingham decided to call it a day as 
well, thanks to his various injuries, 
and with Mick Grant retiring the 
Suzuki for more suspension adjust- 
ments after six laps, that left only 11 
bikes in contention. 

Haslam was determined to win at 
least one race, and led from the start, 
but Gardner had other ideas. After 
disposing of McElnea, Baldwin and 
Mamola in the first three laps, Gard- 
ner put the hammer down and in 
spite of the damp patches came within 
half a second of Freddie Spencer's 
outright lap record on the Honda 
NSR500 V-4 as he powered his NS500 
V-3 after his Honda Britain teammate. 

On lap seven, Gardner slipped past 
Haslam, controlling the race from 
then on to finish 1.5 seconds in front. 
Mamola also caught Haslam, but 
had to wait until the very last corner 
before slipping through under-brak- 
ing to take second at the last gasp. An 
otherwise uneventful race was enli- 
vened by Renfrow’s excellent ride to 
seventh after getting the better of Par- 
rish. But the weekend belonged to the 
Brits with the final scorea strong 336 
points for the British team to 254 for 
the U.S. e

Moran makes it at 
Carlsbad debut

CARLSBAD, CA, APR. 14 

It was the grand opening of 
California Speedway at Carls- 
bad Raceway Sunday night, 
and an enthusiastic crowd got 
an introduction to the sport and to 
Kelly Moran. Moran, the two-time 
Nauonal Champion and current 
number four in the world, convinc- 
ingly captured top honors in the 
Scratch main while “Showtime” Bob 
Ott topped Handicap action. 

The Handicap portion of the pro- 
gram allowed three riders a shot at 
the big-time when they usually ride 
Second Division at the other tracks 
on the circuit.

Springman took the lead on the start 
but went wide in the second corner, 
allowing Hancock by on the inside. 
As the pack came into turn one on the 
second lap, Ott gave Hancock a tap 
in the rear. Hancock went down, 
forcing Mike -Mazzacane to lay it 
down and Moran to momentarily 
stop — everyone expected a red flag 
which never came out. Springman 
remained at the point position until 
the third lap when Ott (Cycle Tech 
Racing Godden) blasted by for the 
lead. Once out front, Ott went on to 
take the first-ever Handicap main at 
the new facility. Springman finished 
second with Stever Lucero third. 

Moran was unbeatable in Scratch 
action as he won his semi and the 
main as well asa three rider intermis- 
sion Match race. In the main Moran 





rolled outof gate one, but was second 
to Robert Pfetzing. Moran (STP/ 
Arai/Oakley/Ka]-Gard/ Knotty Idea’s 
Godden) shot by Pfetzing on the back 
chute on lap one; Pfetzing tried to 
stay with Moran but there was no 
denying the Champ. Pfetzing then 
went wide in turn four on lap two 
and dropped to the back of the field. 
Mike Faria moved into second, but 
there was no way he was going to 
catch the long-gone Moran. Lucero 
took third for the second time of the 
night. 

Mark Weaver (Jones Goggles/Kal- 
Gard/Hi-Point/K&N/Alan Christian 
Racing/Simpson Godden) won the 
first-ever race held at the new track 
when he won his Second Division 
heat race. He then came right back 
and won the main over Bobby Tocco 
and Bryce Eikelberger.

Faria fantastic at 
Costa Mesa

A crowd of over 7000 fans 
jammed the Orange County 
Fairgrounds stands on a cold, 
foggy night to witness “Flyin” 
Mike Faria’s second Scratch main 
triumph in three tires this year. 

It looked as though the popular

Suzuki. In winning, Brubaker avenged 
his three recent losses to the Yoshi- 
mura Suzuki; both times the Suzuki 
was ridden by Houston's Kevin 
Schwantz. But this weekend Schwantz 
stayed home in Texas and his place 
was taken by Toland, who was being 
considered as a second rider on the 
Yoshimura team. 

All Toland had to do to earn a ride 
on a Yoshimura Suzuki for the up- 
coming AMA Pro-Am scheduled for 
April 27 was beat Brubaker. The way 
Yoshimura's Suehiro Watanabe ex- 
plained it to Toland, he'd need to 
turn | minute, 30 second lap times, as 
fast as Schwantz went in his first ride 
on the Yoshimura bike. 

Toland did turn 1:30 lap times, but 
lost to Brubaker.

up beside him on the straight, and 
dove past into turn one, in front. 
Brubaker's laps from that point on 
were all 1:29s, the fastest 1:29.28;

Brubaker won by seven seconds. 

“The first couple of laps I kind of 
stayed behind him, to see how fast he 
was going to go,” said Brubaker. 
“About halfway through in turn eight 
it looked like he got a little tired, the 
way he was hanging onto the bike. I 
got a good drive out of turn nine. 
'Then I passed him. I expected Doug 
to come around on the straight, but 
he didn't. 

“Му bike was getting a little wob- 
bly,” Brubaker said. “That’s the fast- 
est I ever went, so I imagine the sus- 
pension was set up a little soft. I'm as 
happy as I can be." 

“The rear tire started sliding at the 
top of the hill," said Toland later, 
after jumping off the Superbike onto 
his La Habra Yamaha FJ600 and 
winning the 600cc Stock Production 
event immediately after the Kerker 
Superbike race. “Га have liked to 
beat Todd, but I'm satisfied for my 
first race on a Superbike. At least now 
I know between practice and a race is 
worth two seconds, one to two seconds 
— that's how much faster I went in

Earl Roloff battled hard on his 
Seaweed Kawasaki GPz750 Superbike 
to finish third in the Kerker Super- 
bike race, beating Kerker-sponsored 
Jim Vreeke and his FZ750 Yamaha. 
Vreeke, frustrated by trouble sorting 
out his bike's stock downdraft CV 
Mikuni carbs, can’t get his Yamaha 
to accelerate hard off corners when 
the throttle is rolled on and anx- 
iously awaits Yamaha’s race kits, 
which presumably will contain car- 
buretors or carburetor parts.

Richard Moore took the lead off 
the start of the Honda VF500F Inter- 
ceptor series and was never challenged, 
while a battle for second swirled 
behind him.

One more season

Gary Scott, for the first time in 13 AMA Grand National Championship seasons, 
finished out of the top 10 in the 1984 Camel Pro Series final standings. It was a 
poor season for Scott by all accounts. He was ready to quit, to hang up his steel 
shoe. Honda, at the end of the season, offered to sell the engines from their team 
bikes or fresh spare engines after the final National. Scott bought one of the 
“used” race engines. That purchase laid the groundwork for season '85. Scott 
wants to go racing again. If you listen carefully to him talk, you can detect anew 
fire within. He has challenged himself to make what he calls his last season one 


he and his fans will want to remember . . 


I'm not sure where the turning point 
came in my decision to race another 
season. We were nearly two-thirds of 
the way through 1984 and I was mak- 
ing plans to ride only a few selected 
Nationals and local races in 1985 
because I had come to the conclusion 
that I just wasn't getting the job 
done. I wasn't sure what the problem 
was, whether it was my riding or just 
my overall program. It got so bad 
that during a good part of the season 
I didn't even call (my sponsor) J.R. 
Kelley. I got so tired of telling him 
things weren't going good. I had a lot 
of people come up to me and tell me 
not to stop racing. I also had some 
people concerned that I would race 
only part-time. They told me if I felt I 
could do well then race full-time and 
if not, then quit.

anytime you can run competitively 
the majority of the time then eventu- 
ally you're going to come up a winner. 
If you're always knocking at the 
door you're going to win. I'm not 
saying I can go out and beat every- 
body at this race or that race, but I feel 
I can run up front. 

My plan is to go with better equip- 
ment — the Honda RS750 that I 
bought — so I don't have to ride over 
my head to make-up a lack of horse- 
power or whatever. In turn, with bet- 
ter equipment I'l] be sharper because 
I'll be riding more. You don't get a 
lot of practice when your bikes break. 

There's no question that handling 
my own program and doing basically 
everything myself has some- 
what hurt my racing program over 
the past few years. I took an easier 


. route, I could have won more races, 








but the profit wouldn't have been 
there. In the years when I've handled 
the program myself I haven't done 
quite as well in races but, generally, 
I've made more money at the end of 
the year. Being a professional racer, 
or businessman, there's a bottom line. 
I've never been afraid to work hard so 
I usually do most of the work on my 
machinery myself. I've made as much 
or more money than the two or three 
guys ahead of me in the point stand- 
ings most of the time. However, it's 
getting harder to do that now. One of 
the reasons I resigned as rider repre- 
sentative to the AMA’s dirt track 
advisory board was that I couldn't get 
the job done. I kept complaining that 
the cost of racing is rising so much 
and the equipment is so technical 
that a rider needed a $40,000-a-year 
mechanic to keep things running, 
where, if the machinery was simpler, 
the rider could do some of the mainte- 
nance himself and save some money. 
Few riders can afford to pay a 
mechanic that kind of money. That, 
in turn, keeps a lot of good riders 
from going racing competitively. 
I'ma good mechanic — although I 
don’t consider myself in the big buck 
category — and I couldn’t keep my 
equipment running fast enough to 


_be successful. A big reason, to go for 
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new ог updated equipment was so it 
would be easier to start and maintain 
a program. I’m starting out with 
more horsepower with the Honda 
than I’ve had so that’s a plus right 
there because I don’t have to work to 
find power to keep up. 

I had a strong sponsorship pro- 
gram and should have one just as 
strong in 1985. Now if I had to spend 
$40,000 on a mechanic then I wouldn't 
have anything left to race on. I made 
some money this year. I didn't makea 
lot because I didn't race that well, but 
I had the sponsorship package to 
allow me to run what I felt was a 
strong program. 

I don't believe in superstition, but 
1984 marked my 13th season and I 
really took a kick in the butt. Of 
course you're going to have up and 
down years, but this year was one of 
frustration and bad luck for me. 

I can't say I slipped out of the top 
10 in the point standings this year —I 
fell out. I had bad luck, problems, a 
number of things went wrong that 
I'm not used to having go wrong. 

When things are going right you 
don't mind traveling back and forth 
across the country two, three or four 
times a season because you can see 
you're going to make money and be 
successful. When things aré going 
bad, like this season, and you put a 
lot more into your program than 
some previous years but come out 
with poorer end results, then things 
become really frustrating. It's some- 
thing I'm not used to. I'm used to 
having exceptionally good luck and 
that's carried through almost every- 
thing I've ever done. This year I 
could see what some of these riders 
who haven't been in the top 10 yet, 
but have the talent, go through. 

I've always been involved 100 per- 
cent in my racing and it's hard to 
understand someone who isn't or 
doesn't appear to be involved to the 
same degree. You've got riders like 
Steve Morehead and Ricky Graham 
who'vereally never had anybody mad 
at them, and they never seem to get 
upset yet they're totally involved. 
Ricky almost lost the Camel Pro Ser- 
ies title this year because Ted Boody 
knocked him on his butt at Spring- 
field, yet 10 minutes later Ricky was 
shaking Ted's hand and everything 
appeared forgotten. I can't do that. In 
ways I admire them for being able to 
do that, yet in other ways I feel they 
aren't really being truthful. I call an 
ace an ace and a spade a spade and I 
can't turn around five minutes later 
and act like something didn't happen. 
My brother, Hank, is the same way 
and that's probably caused the Scotts 
to get into more controversies in our 
racing careers than a lot of other peo- 
ple. Maybe we're not always right, 
but whatever we feel we're definitely 
going to stick with it. Sometimes I 
wish I wasn't so hotheaded. People 
who know me know I'm not hot- 
headed all the time. If somebody runs 
into me during a race I' m angry after- 
ward. I'm not like some guys who 
have it happen and a few minutes 
later think nothing about it. I guess 
it's different personalities and Hank's 
and mine are hot. One thing for sure, 
I'm proud to be a Scott. I'm proud for 
Hank to be my brother and I think 
he's a super racer. I think we've 
always given 100 percent and we've 
won a lot of Nationals. I'm not afraid 
to be involved in controversy. 

There's one thing in my career I 
would probably do a bit differently if 
I had things to do over and that's my 
leaving the Harley-Davidson team 
after the 1975 season. I can see where I 
should've gone and talked more with 
(Harley racing team manager) Dick 
O'Brien. The problem we had was 
part my fault and part his. It was my 
fault for not going to him and trying 
to straighten things out, As it came 











out, it looked like Gary Scott didn't 
want to ride for Harley because he 
didn't have competitive equipment. 
"That's not the truth. The truth is we 
couldn't come together on money. 
For whatever reason, be it person- 


ality, pride or something else, O'Brien, | 


Ifeel, failed because he wouldn'teven 
talk to me. One way or another, I 
should've had someone talk to him as 
a go-between to straighten the differ- 
ences out. I'm sure we could’ve worked 
something out if we could've gotten 
together. It should have been clear to 
those who know me I wouldn't quit 
because the machinery supposedly 
„wasn’t competitive — we had just 
won the championship with the bike. 

I went to the factory for talks in 
November (1975). O'Brien made me 
an offer, I made a counter offer and 
that was it. Near the end of December 
I went back up and O.B. didn't even 
pick me up at the airport so I knew 
things weren't going to go well. We 
met and I told him I would accept his 
offer if Harley would add some 
expense money for the public rela- 
tions functions they wanted me to do. 
He didn't want to talk about any- 
thing. I was out of a factory ride. 

I guess it took me about. year or so 
before I saw why I believe he didn't 
rehire me. I've never really talked 
about this much, but I believe I lost 
my job so O'Brien could justify ask- 
ing management for a big raise in the 
racing budget — which I think was 
over $400,000 in 1975 — so he could 
win back Number One which I took 
when I left. He knew he needed top 
caliber competition to run against to 
make the factory effort look. good, 
because at that time Yamaha's dirt 
track effort was not too strong. It's 
funny, but I succeeded in making his 
decision look good because Jay Spring- 
steen won the title from me in a close 
battle. If I had won Number One in 
1976 I think things would've gotten a 
bit rough for O'Brien. It's always eas- 
ier to look back on things and see 
why something wasn't clear at the 
time it happened. I think that's a 
pretty good explanation of why the 
final decision may have been made. 

I've donea lot to prepare myself for 
the day when I quit racing. I've 
invested my money in rental proper- 
ties and real estate which a property 
management company handles for 
me. I've also put my money in bonds, 
Stocks, certificates of deposit and other 
items, including precious metals, over 
the years. I guess I've got a basic 
cover-yourself-for-your-later-years 
program. I've always been a worker. 
If I had to, I could go to work for KK 
Motorcycle Supply (in Dayton, Ohio) 
as a salesperson or I could go down 
the road from my house and be a 
welder. I'm not afraid of not racing 
because I know I'll always be able to 
find something to do. I can't really 
say which way I'll go when I retire. I 
haven't really thought about it yet. 
It’s anew frontier that I'll cross when 
I get to, and whatever it is I get into 
I'll give it the same dedication as my 
racing. If you do a good job, no mat- 
ter what it is, you're a winner. 

I honestly feel the 1985 season will 
be my last. I want to run the season as 
hard as I can and then at the end say 
I've had a good 14 years and leave 
racing on a good note. I still enjoy 
racing, but I can't do it forever. There's 
atime when you just have to decide to 
step aside, not only for personal rea- 
sons although my family is very 
involved in my racing and my son 
has grown up with my career. There's 
a lot of wear and tear on a person, 
which you can only take so long. 

There's no question Gary Scott 
will be in the top 10 at the end of 
1985. Га like to win at least one 
National and, if I'm running as con- 
sistently as I hope to be, that shouldn't 
be'too much to ask for. 2.7:

Team Husky riders Larry Roeseler and Kurt 
Pfeiffer put their 250XC Husky (Bel-Ray/ 
Autolite/Hallman/Jones/Scott USA) into 
the victory circle for the overall win at the 


Ninth Annual Las Vegas 400 
professional desert race. The 
duo followed up their class 
winat the Great Mojave 250 two 


weeks ago by dominating their class 
and taking the overall win also. 

The course was composed of four 
laps around two 40-mile loops. The 





first loop was the longer of the two 
buteasier. The second loop was tough, 
even by Nevada standards. It wound 
its way up into the mountains where 
riders faced rocks, extremely soft sand 
and even water crossings. Some sec- 
tions were so narrow that the three- 
wheel riders had to push their vehi- 
cles over the rocks. Roeseler's experi- 
ence in tough terrain enabled him to 





extend his lead each time through his 
loop.

Team Moto Guzzi’s Larry Shorts, Gregg 


' Smrz, Nick Phillips, and Noel Portelli took 


command at the halfway point to win the 
second six-hour endurance road race in the 


1985 AMA/Championship Cup 
Series. Team Moto Guzzi rolled 
to a two-lap advantage over 
second-place Quester-Sullivan 


Racing, using their 1000cc LeMans 
to cover 207 laps of the rolling 2.52 
mile Road Atlanta course. Early 
leaders Team Lockhart and Team 
Ontario were eliminated by a crash 
and mechanical problems, respec- 
tively. 


Saturday’s noon start saw 39 teams 
on the grid with the Dr. John’s Team 
Moto-Guzzi, sponsored by Moto- 
Guzzi North America/Metzeler/Parts 
Unlimited/Sure-Fire/Koni/Mobil/ 
Bell/NHIF/KV, on the pole. At the 
drop of the green flag, it was John 
Ashmead on the Team Ontario Honda 
VF1000 Interceptor diving into turn 
one first. Ashmead wasted little time 
in putting distance between himself 
and the pack as the Ontario rider had 
a 100-yard lead by the end of the first 
lap. 

Team Lockhart, the point leader 
in the series going into the race, 
began to work their way to the front 
after starting mid-field. Wendell 
Phillips was aboard Lockhart’s 
Kawasaki Ninja 900. Phillips, riding 
the wheels off the Ninja, caught, 
passed, and put a lap on the Ontario 
Honda by the end of hour one. 

Bruce Sass, riding the Team Spirit 
Yamaha FJ1100, also got around 


Ontario's Ashmead and began to go - 


after Phillips. Just into the second 
hour the standings took a dramatic 
change when Phillips and Sass crash- 
ed entering turn one. Sass’ front tire 
clipped Phillips’ rear tire as Sass tried 
to pass on the inside. 

“I had just crossed the start-finish 
line and gota pit signal to come in on 
the next lap and turn the bike over to 
(Jim) Vreeke," said Phillips. “Аз I 





entered turn one, Sass tried to pass 
taking myself and him out." 

Phillips and Lockhart were out for 
the day. Sass later returned to the 
race. 

With Lockhart and Spirit. out of 
contention, Ashmead moved back in 
front while Smrz worked Team Moto- 
Guzzi into the fray before he turned it 
over to Shorts. By the end of the 
second hour, Lynn Miller, now rid- 
ing the Ontario/Dunlop/D.E. 
Michina/Spectro/ ND/Peter Brady 
Honda Interceptor, held a one lap 
advantage on second place Guzzi with 
Quester-Sullivan Racing third and 
the Team Sixteen Yamaha RZ500 
fourth. 

Just into the third hour Team 
Moto-Guzzi took the lead for good as 
the Ontario Honda, with Ashmead 
riding, came into the pits. The clutch, 
which had been slipping, finally gave 
way. 

By the end of the fourth hour, 
Quester-Sullivan was on the move 
and back on the same lap with Moto- 
Guzzi. e 

The Solmax Racing/Cycle Mart 
Yamaha FJ1100 ridden by- Ronnie 
Bowen, Chris Chandler, Terry Bailey 
and Dwayne Palmer moved around 
Team Sixteen for third by the end of 
hour five. 

Shorts raised a clenched fist as he 
crossed the start finish line to take the 
flag. Following in second was Harlow 
on the Quester-Sullivan FJ, who 
shared the riding with Mike Baren- 
brugge.

The Champion mono- 
shock dirt track frame 


By Jim Wolcott 


Though monoshock rear suspensions are 
seen on Team Honda’s flat track bikes, pri- 
vateers interested in campaigning this sus- 
pension configuration have had to design 


and weld their own frames — 
and then finda suitable spring/ 
damper assembly to match the 
frame geometry. ` 


But now Carroll Racing Products, 
which manufactures Champion Rac- 
ing Frames, has finished development 
of a monoshock frame kit, and offers 
it for sale as anything from a bare 
frame to a race-ready motorcycle. 

The new frame is a dedicated mono- 
shocker: not an existing design with 
a rear suspension transplant. The 
frame is constructed of TIG welded 
4130 chrome-moly steel, and is a two- 
piece unit that is bolted together. The 
front supports the steering head, the 
engine, and carries the swingarm 
pivot. Up from the pivot, on the left 
side of the frame and behind the 
engine is the forward (upper) shock 
mount; sturdily reinforced with tub- 
ular and sheet metal gussets. 

The rear section of the frame bolts 
to the*front;' its only job-is to-locate 





the seat and the exhaust pipe, since 
the swingarm mounts to the frame 
and the rear of the engine. The top of 
theswingarm has a cantilevered brace, 
which also serves as the rear mount 
for the monoshock. The two-piece 
design means that each part is small 
and light enough to be sent via over- 
night UPS shipping; a crashed bike 
could be made race-ready in two days. 

Bud Carroll did the design, devel- 
opment, and testing of the new frame 
— making him the only active racer 
(Expert plateholder for AMA Class C 
racing) in the design business. But 
why build a monoshock? 

“The big advantage is adjustabil- 
ity. The angle of the swingarm can be 
altered between 5? and 10? — without 
changing the geometry at the spring. 
Of course you can change the swin- 
garm angle with a twin-shock sus- 


pension by moving the shock mounts 


forward and backward — but that 
changes the leverage for the spring, 
and affects the damping rates. With 
my*monoshock geometry; you’ сап 





dial-in the bike for any track. More 
angle on the swingarm makes the 
bike hook up better and sit up quicker; 
less angle makes the bike slide better.” 

The actual monoshock unit is made 
for Champion by Works Performance, 
and features externally-adjustable 
rebound damping; a quick twist of 
an allen wrench changes the damp- 
ing. With the present suspension 
geometry, six inches of rear axle 
travel translates to about 1.5 inches of 
piston movement in the monoshock. 

According to Carroll, the limited 
travel is actually an advantage. 

"Some people are saying it doesn't 
move enough to work — one guy 
even told me it's a piece of junk. But 
it's transferring so little oil that it 
doesn't generate the heat that other 
shocks до.” 

For developing this new frame, 
Carroll built a special adjustable pro- 
totype which employed an oversized 
steering head. Machined plates were 
fitted into this head to allow for dif- 
ferent steering angles. Similar testing 
was conducted for swingarm length 
and ride height. 

When asked about manufacturing 
such an adjustable frame, the designer 
answered, “No way. No matter who 
buys them, these frames have my 
name on them. My job is to set the 
frames up so they work; so I know 
they'll work. Add too many adjust- 
ments and it's hard for a racer to dial 
a bike in. If there is a problem with 
complex adjustments, the frame 
would probably be blamed for it.” 

Which brings us to the bottom 
line: does this new monoshock frame 
work? Aaron Hill rode the bike in the 
Junior National at the Camel Pro 





Series ТТ races at Ascot Park on 
March 30, and placed third overall. 
What’s significant is that Hill's bike 
was equipped with a 500cc Rotax 
engine; first and second place bikes 
were equipped with 560cc and 600cc 
engines. In fourth place behind Hill 
was another 560cc bike. Considering 
the difference in displacement, Car- 
roll says, “the Champion monoshock 
frame was doing its part.” 

The basic frame kit includes both 
frame pieces, the Works Performance 
shock, theswingarm, rear axle, chain 
adjusters, head bearings, brake pedal, 
motor mounts and oil lines, and 
(depending on application) costs 
about $1500. The frame is available 
to suit the 500 Rotax, 500 Honda, 600 
Honda and 600 Yamaha engines. 
The frame is designed to use existing 
Champion fiberglass bodywork, and 
will accept most front suspensions. 
Carroll will make specific compo- 
nent recommendations based on his 
experience; and for an.extra fee will 
partially or completely assemble the 
bike. 

All hardware aside, probably the 
most interesting feature of the new 
Champion monoshock frame is that 
its designer is only 24 years old. But 


„Виа Carroll has been actively racing 


for more than half his life, and has 
been tinkering, designing and brain- 
storming along the way. “1 may be 
young,” said Carroll, “but I listen. If 
I hear an idea that makes sense, I'll 
try it. I don't know everything, but I 
don't have any prejudices, either.”

Howell couldn’t ride again, Morris 
had to ride the rest of the way solo, a 
very tough proposition indeed. How- 
ell had hit a rock in the dust and 
crushed his rear wheel. “I never even 
saw it, I just went through the air 
before I knew what was happening," 
said Howell. Pit Captain Dave Chase 
changed the rear wheel before send- 
ing Morris out. 

Race promoter Casey Folks hired a 
water truck to water the pit areas to 
keep the dust down. 

At the end of the first loop, Ash- 
craft was the first bike in with a two- 
minute lead over Pasqualotto. “Ме 
decided to let Smith ride the second 
loops since he is stronger” said Ash- 
craft. Kevin Steele relieved Pasqua- 
lotto while Miller took over for 
Morales. Pfeiffer turned the 250cc 
lead bike over to Roeseler who had 
been sick all week. "I came down 
with a bad cold/flu and still don't 
feel good,” said Roeseler as he waited 
for Pfeiffer. ‘I’m just going to ride 
smooth and try to conserve my en- 
ergy.” The pair of Scott Morris and 
Daryl Folks put their 250cc Husky 
into third place at the end of loop one 
while Class 30 rider Pete Sheehan 
had moved way up to 11th overall! 

Rudder came in for gas after run- 
ning out twice on the first loop, forc- 
ing the Team Cagiva rider to carry 
extra gas with him on his subsequent 
rides. Ronnie Odem (Suz) passéd 
Rudder but then ran out of gas him- 
self. Both teams ended up in the pits 
just 30 seconds apart. 

At the end of the first lap, Smith 
handed the big Husky back over to 
Ashcraft with a five-minute lead over 
Steele. Miller came into the gas just 
ahead of Roeseler, but Pfeiffer beat 
Morales out of the gas stop when Mil- 
ler/Morales' stop took longer than 
expected as they checked over the 
bike. The Kevin Welch/Troy Fitch 
team (Cag) was still in the top five, 
but they ended up DNF for the day. 
'The Class 30 entry of Sheehan/Bob 
Davidson was smoking as Davidson 
brought the Duralube-sponsored 
KTM into the pits ninth overall. 

The 125cc team of 15-year-old Mike 
Palmer and 14-year-old Jeff Korhonen 
(Yam) hung right in there. It was 
only their third race on a 125. 

' Strategy wasan important part of a 


long, tough race. Riders had to go 
fast but conserve their bikes. The 
exiremely tough course was taking 
its toll on motors and suspension. By 
the end of the second lap, shock 
changes were common as the con- 
stant pounding did its damage. In 
addition, there were other factors. 
Randy Morales reported that he was 
flat out in fifth gear when he encoun- 
tered a play rider on a three-wheeler 
coming backwards on the course. 
Morales had to lay the Honda down 
and slid into the spectator. Luckily 
no one was hurt except for the ATV 
rider's ears as Morales let him know 
in brutally frank language about the 
error of his ways. 

Smith pitted at the end of lap two 
with a blown base gasket. The pit 
crew tried to seal the leak with sil- 
icone and sent Ashcraft out still with 
the lead but without much hope the 
Husky would make it. Sure enough, 
the radio soon reported that Ashcraft 
only made it about five miles out 
across the dry lake before seizing. 
Since the rules didn't allow for pit 
crew access to any place but in the 
pits, it looked like the leaders were 


out. But then Ashcraft came slowly: 


riding back into the pits — he had 
managed to get the bike started. Roe- 
seler inherited the lead when Steele 
bailed off on a road crossing just 
before the main pits. The Husky pit 
crew decided to replace the entire top 
end of the Ashcraft/Smith Husky. 
“Hey it's a long, long race and any- 
thing can happen," said Bob Ash- 
craft. “Things looked hopeless in '83 
and we hung in there and ended up 
winning. We're not giving up this 
early into the race." They decided to 
replace the rear shock as it was blown 
and had caused Smith to crash ear- 
lier. The crash may have done the 
damage to the engine. A water line 
leaked, causing loss of the precious 
coolant. After 30 minutes or so, Ash- 
craft fired up the Husky and took off 
but didn't get eight miles before a 
weakened rod bearing let go, ending 
the defending champions’ ride. Dis- 
aster struck the Morris/Howell Husky 
when the 250XC seized and put them 
out also. Team Husky was down to 
one bike left in the race, but it was the 
one leading. 


Sweetland and Hildebrand also had 
to replace a shock and a flat tire but 
were still running in the top 10. The 
team of’ Shawn Gerber and Brad 

















Coming in eighth overall, first Class 30 were Pete Sheehan and Bob 
Davidson, on a big-bore water-cooled KTM. 








Strong were making up considerable 
time as they missed the start by three 
minutes! "Just dumb, that's what 
happened," said Gerber. “We 


thought we had more time and looked: 


up to see our start take off while we 
were still getting ready.” 

As the race wore on, mechanical 
problems took many out. But some 
wouldn't give up. Jamie Simms and 
Sam Rames were challenging for the 
overall Sportsman class lead when 
their countershaft bearing blew out. 
"They split the cases of a back-up bike 
to get a replacement bearing and 
somehow got it installed. T'hey ended 
up winning the 250cc Sportsmans. 
One-arm rider John Van Hoove 
crashed and broke his wrist, but part- 
ner Dale McCarter finished the race 
to pick up fifth in the 250cc Sportsman 
class. $ 

Pfeiffer апа Roeseler continued to 
pull away from the field opening up 
a 12-minute gap on the Pasqualotto/ 
Steele M-Star. Morales/Miller were 
within a minute or two of the M-Star 
until Morales closed the gap to just 
30 seconds. Accusations of course 
cutting were leveled by the Pasqua- 
lotto camp to promoter Folks, but 
eventually the protest was denied as 
Folks felt that Morales did not cut the 
course but took a legal line around 
the silt. Folks gave riders a go-ahead 
to use that line at the riders’ meet- 
ing. Pasqualotto’s M-Star expired on 
the last lap. 


When Pfeiffer turned the bike over 
to Roeseler for the last time, they had 
to replace the rear wheel as the 
sprocket was completely worn out. 
Roeseler took off with a six-minute 
lead but had to stop at the alternate 
gas stop to tighten a bolt on the brake 
stay arm. But Roeseler only lost a 
minute and soon made it back up in 
the mountains. No one except Smith 
could come close to riding as well up 
there, but Smith was out of conten- 
tion. Roeseler came into the finish 
line with a substantial lead over 
Miller. “I couldn’t do even one push- 
up right now,” stated an exhausted 
Roeseler. “Kurt kept us in this, he 
rode super." “He's something else," 
said Pfeiffer in reference to LR (as 
they call him). “As sick as he was, he 
just put it to them." Miller and 
Morales were very happy over second 
overall, first Open bike. They had to 
replace two rear wheels as the sprocket 
teeth actually bent under the power 








of their bike. Third overall went to 
the team of Shawn Gerber and Brad 
Strong on their KTM, even after they 
missed the start. You wonder how 
they might have done if they had 
made the start on time. They had to 
pass a lot of riders. Fourth overall 
and second 250cc was the team of 
Morris/Folks. “Boy, does my dad lay 
outa tough course," said Folks. “They 
sure are fun though. I grew up riding 
them so we're used to them." Fifth 
overall and first 125cc bike was the 
Summer/Rudder Cagiva. The 
Sheehan/Davidson came in at eight 
overall, first Class 30. They were up 
to fourth overall before breaking a 
shock. “I think a rock got caught in 
the linkage," said Sheehan. “Ме had 
to wait on a replacement shock at the 
alternate gas stop and lost an hour. 
Hey, we wanted to win overall to 
prove the ‘old’ guys could still do it.” 
"They were sponsored by KTM, Dura- 
lube, Valley Plastering, Hallman, 
Sportsman Cycle, Motorcycle Tire 
Service and Z Racing Products. The 
teams of Dermie Close/Butch Laswell 
took the Open Sportsman win fol- 
lowed by the father/son team of Sam 
and Damon Bass. Bass ‘is the co- 
promoter of the race, putting up the 
prize money. It was Damon’s first 
race. “Damon really loves the tough 
sections,” said Sam Bass. “Не made 
up 15-minutes on our competition 
on that loop-two section.” 

The Ironman award to the first 
solo rider went to Honda rider Glen 
Warren for the second year in a row. 
Over 300 miles solo on what is consi- 
dered one of the toughest race courses 
around. Promoter Folks has prom- 
ised if there is a Las Vegas 400 next 
year there will be no pre-riding. €

At the SDTR Scottish Trials in San 
Diego, California, Mike Griffitts took 
first place, three points ahead of 
runner-up Bernie Schreiber. Bob 
Nickelsen finished third. In the Ama- 
teur class, Debbie Evans finished third 
behind Tom Burman and first-place 
Mike Meade. 


Miguel Llado, a Spanish trials expert, 
scaled Mt. Kilimanjaro to the very tip 
riding a 325cc Bultaco Sherpa T, 
beating a Yamaha-mounted French 
effort by 1000 feet. Not only that, 
Llado rode the bike from Barcelona, 
Spain, to the mountain peak in Africa 
and back, accompanied by his sup- 
port jeep and a camera crew. 


Suzuki’s Roger DeCoster and defend- 
ing World Champion Heikki Mik- 
kola defeated each other in alternate 
rounds of competition at the Swiss 
Grand Prix, with DeCoster finally 
declared the winner based on his 
shorter elapsed time. At this stage of 
the series, the pair were tied with 27 
points each towards the World Cham- 
pionship. Gerrit Wolsink (Suz) 
rounded out the top three, ahead of 
American Brad Lackey (Hus). 


Kenny Roberts regained the Camel 
Pro Series point lead, and the $2,740 
winner's purse at the Cowboy Nation- 
al short track races at Texas Stadium 
in Irving, Texas. The surprise of the 
evening was Randy Cleek, who blew 
to the front of the pack to challenge 
Roberts, and finally finished in second 
place ahead of a fading Gary Scott. 


Riding a Can-Am 175 sponsored by 
Bombardier and Cycle Guide Maga- 
zine, Art Freidman narrowly edged 
John Hewitt to win the CMC’s 200cc 
Production class at Orange County 
International Raceway. Though 
Friedman had planned to modify the 
dirt machine for road racing, trick 
parts didn’t arrive from the factory in 
time. Instead, Friedman broke the 
bike in over 80 miles of mud at Indian 
Dunes, changed from trials to road 
tires, and went racing. In the end, the 
Can-Am's superior cornering 
bested Hewitt’s fast RD200 Yamaha. 


Harry Everts lived up to all the pre- 
season predictions about him, and 
Willi Bauer surprised many on his 
newly-designed RH Suzuki at the GP 
season opener held in Sabadell- 
Tarasa, Spain. The pair tied for first 
overall on the muddy hills outside of 
Barcelona, with the win decision going 
to Everts for the fastest total time for 
both motos. The sole American rider 
in the 250cc class was Jim Pomeroy, 
who set the fast qualifying time but 
failed to score points in either moto. 


The Bultaco MK VIII 360 took its 
turn as a test bike, and in spite of 
citing its power and handling prow- 
ess, a good portion of the report was 
dedicated to how to keep the machine 
from falling apart. In the final analy- 
sis, the bike was determined to be “А 
fine weapon whose edge must be 
honed before each battle.” ә

Surratt stunning at 
CMC Hungry Valley 
premier

GORMAN, CA, MAR. 31 

Willie Surratt had few prob- 
lems taking care of business as 
he won the 250cc Pro class in 
the California Motosport Club’s 
premier race day at the Hungry Val- 
ley Off-Road Vehicle Recreation Area. 
Dicing it out all day with Surratt was 
Tracy Oswell (Hon), who had to set- 
tle for second. Third overall was 
Shawn Wynne (Yam). 

The CMC's new 1.85 mile-long 
race track is located in the Quail Val- 
ley area of the park. Features include 
a backward-falling gate, public add- 
ress system, and overnight camping. 
The opening event brought out over 
200 riders. 

Surratt wasted no time getting his 
Honda in front of Oswell in the first 
moto and quickly built up a comfor- 
table lead. Although both riders broke 
away from the rest of the pack early, 
Oswell never threatened Surratt’s lead. 
Yamaha-mounted Wynne blasted up 
from a ninth-place start to graba dis- 
tant third on lap eight of the 12-lap 
race, holding off a late charge by Don 
Goettling (Kaw). 

The Surratt/Oswell battle con- 
tinued when the gate dropped for the 
second moto. Surratt took up his 
usual leading role within half a lap 
as the pair again disappeared from 
the view of the other riders. It ended 
thesame way, with Surratt taking his 
sizeable lead to the checkers. Wynne, 
who wrestled third place from Pat 
Sparks (Hon) halfway through the 
race, earned third overall. 

Surratt planned on destroying the 
125cc Pro class in much the same 
manner. He jumped off to a quick 
lead with Kawasaki's Craig Canoy in 
tow, but crashed on the ninth lap, 
hard enough to earn a DNF for the 
day. With the pressure off, Canoy 
coasted home ahead of Don Goet- 
tling and Doug Gentry to make it 
Kawasaki one-two-three. 

Canoy led the second moto all the 
way. But Goettling had to fight off 
John Drury (Kaw), then Lance John- 
son (Hon) to struggle from fourth to 
second. 

In a race that saw all the trophies 
go to Kawasaki riders, Doug Belcher 
led both 125cc Intermediate motos 
from gate to flag, with Tom Holt 
finishing second both times. Mer- 
cedez Gonzalez held off Jimmy Lewis 
in the first moto, but Lewis caught 
her early in the second for third 
overall. 

DeWayne Jones' Yamaha holeshot 
moto one of the Vet Master class and 
held the lead until the seventh of 
eight laps. John Miller's YZ climbed 
from fourth to capture the lead from 








Jones, but Jones shot past on the last 
lap for the win. 
iller grabbed the lead for good on 
the first lap of the second moto to 
take the overall win, as Jones held off 
Jeff Harriott (Hon) for second overall. 
Bobby Williams (Kaw) caught Todd 
Sweeney (Suz) for a first-moto victory 
in the 125cc Junior class wins. His 
second-place finish in the second 
moto behind Honda-mounted David 
Noel was good enough for the overall. 
Doug Russell's third- and second- 
place finishes aboard his Honda were 
good enough to beat Mike Fowler's 
(Yam) 2-3 score to win the 250cc 
Intermediate first-place trophy.

Nevada helmet 
rally peaceful, 
effective

CARSON CITY, NV, MAR. 16-17 
About 1500 motorcyclists of all 
kinds came to Nevada’s state 
capitol to support the United 
Motorcycle Riders of Nevada 
(UMRON) in yet another attempt to 
modify this state’s helmet law. Nev- 
ada is the only state west of the Mis- 
sissippi with a mandatory helmet 
law which has been in effect since 
1977. This was UMRON'’s fifth 
attempt to get the law changed to 
exempt riders over 21 years of age. 
Because many riders must pass 
through Nevada from the central 


: U.S. and other western states to reach 


the west coast, the effect of this helmet 
law spreads much wider than Neva- 
da'sown resident motorcyclists. When 
touring bikes cross the state line into 
Nevada, they become subject to the 
helmet law without realizing it; 
therefore widespread interest in 
UMRON ’sefforts brought participa- 
tion from as far away as Alaska and 
South Carolina. 

At every biennial session of Neva- 
da's legislature, a bill to change the 
helmet law clears the State Assembly, 
but is stopped when it reaches the 
State Senate. If a bill does get by the 
Senate, it gets a Governor's veto. And 
every session, motorcyclists put on a 
huge rally to demonstrate against 
these actions, 1985 was no different as 
the helmet law repeal bill was dropped 
without a hearing by the Senate 
Transportation Committee. 

The bill met defeat when Commit- 
tee Chairman Randolph Townsend 
— who held the crucial deciding vote 
— voted against it. Since Townsend 
had just campaigned with support 


from UMRON, thedefeat wasshock- 








ing, especially to the author of the · 


bill, Assemblyman Jim Stone. Stone 
and the Assembly Transportation 
Committee had put a lot of work into 
the bill that just went down the 
drain. Townsend apparently had 
some objection to the enforcement 
provisions applicable to riders under 
2]. 

UMRON lobbiest Fred Harrell 
directed the 1985 rally towards get- 
ting another bill introduced this ses- 
sion. It was a two-day affair with 
about 1000 participants Saturday and 
another 500 Sunday. There were 
parades each day (helmetless by spe- 
cial permision) with the Sunday 
parade directed past the Nevada State 
Prison to give the inmates a show. 

The rally dzd have an effect. Stone 
agreed to re-introduce another bill 
and, as of this report, he and 24 co- 

` sponsors have submitted AB 388, 
which hopefully will now clear the 
Senate. Nevada Governor Bryan has 
already publically stated he would 
sign the bill if it reaches him, so it 
looks like Nevada's mandatory helmet 
law may finally be relaxed.

Greene and Oliver 
duel at Sears Point

SONOMA, CA, MAR. 31 

The American Federation of 
Motorcyclists Sears Point sea- 
son opened wtih an exciting 
duel between Don Greene and 


Rich Oliver that earned Greene a pair 
of first place trophies. 

The first race of the season on the 
slippery new pavementat Sears Point 
had been cancelled to allow the cars 
to lay down a coat of tire rubber. A 
beautiful spring weekend and curios- 
ity about the completely repaved track 
brought out an AFM record crowd of 
535 entries. 

Don Greene, 1984 AMA Formula 
II Champion, and Rich Oliver, owner 
of the AMA number five Superbike 
plate, had both been disappointed by 
mechanical failures at Daytona. 
Greene, on a Eurocycle Honda Super- 
bike, and Oliver, on a Kosman Super- 
bike powered by an ex-works Kawa- 
saki motor, provided a two-race big- 
bore duel that was one of the most 
exciting in AFM history. 

The first round was Open Super- 
street. Oliver took the holeshot and 





pulled away, but by turn seven, Greene 
took aim on Oliver. Oliver worked 
up toa three-second lead, but Greene 
used slower traffic to his advantage in 
the last laps of the race to whittle 
away at Oliver's lead. Greene finally 
slipped past Oliver in a knot ‘of 
slower riders on the last lap. Oliver 

put on an astounding charge from 
the last turn that brought the crowd 
to their feet. He passed Greene as they 
crossed the finish line, but Greene 
had gotten there first to win literally 
by inches. The final decision required 
a meeting of the scorers. Denny 
Doherty worked his way to the front 
of the tightly bunched riders fighting 
for third place to take that trophy. 

. The Open GP race showed every 
sign of being a repeat of the thrilling 
Superstreet race. The two bikes and 
riders were well matched. At the start 
they ran away from the rest of the 
field to give fans an exhibition of 
close, fast competition. The two bikes 
were never separated by much, and 
the order changed repeatedly as 
Greene and Oliver took turns pass- 
ing each other. Greene had just made 
a diving pass on Oliver in the turn 11 
hairpin on the third lap and was 
accelerating up the front straight 
when he missed a shift. He glanced 
over his shoulder to see which way to 
dodge just in time to see Oliver get 
his front wheel back on the pave- 
ment, inches from Greene's rear tire. 
Oliver was unable to avoid the colli- 
sion. His front wheel glanced off 
Greene's rear wheel, the axle end 
tearing out a chunk of rubber and 
then getting tangled in the chain 
adjuster. Oliver went down in a spec- 
tacular crash and slid the length of 
the straight; Oliver jumped up and 
over the wall, bruised but uninjured. 
Greene recovered and went on for the 
win. Ed Woo took second on his 
TZ750, and Ron Weiland took third 
on a Kawasaki. 

Interest in middleweight racing 
has been growing for the past two 
years, but a sudden jump in entries 
caught the AFM officials by surprise. 
The result was an 84-bike grid for the 
combined 450cc and 600cc Stock Pro- 
duction classes. A controversy has 
risen in the northern California chap- 
ter of the AFM over contingency 
money in box stock races; AFM North 
officials decided on a two wave start 
for the 600cc class. The riders in the 
first wave were riding for contingen- 
cies, the second wave for trophies 
only. 

Walt Nitto, AFM Number One, led 
the first wave off the grid on a new 
Yamaha FJ600 but was soon passed 
by Nigel Gale, also on a FJ600. At the 
end of one lap Gale was still in front, 
barely. They were closely pursued by 
a large group of closely-matched rid- 
ers including Don Biava and Ed 
Kawaguchi. The close racing con- 
tinued with only minor changes in 
the order. By the last laps riders were 
strung all the way around the track. 
Ed Woo, riding an RZ500, had slowly 
worked his way up to the money rid- 
ers. Nitto dropped farther behind 
Gale in the dense traffic. Yamaguchi 
and Woo diced in the last laps and 
moved up to threaten Nitto. The 
final order was Gale, Nitto, Woo and 
Yamaguchi, all on Yamahas. Yama- 
guchi was awarded the third place 
finish since Woo's gray-market-im- 
ported bike was not legal in class.
